The fact that the suggestion in our article of Dec. 
25 concerning the proper method of regulating war 
correspondents so nearly accords with that presented by 
Lieut. Frank Geere, C.A.C., U.S.A., in his article on 
that subject is due to the fact that two men having a 
like experience reached like conclusions. The author of 
our atticle bad not, when he wrote, read that of Lieu- 
tenant Geere, who prior to entering the Army as an 
officer had served as a correspondent in the Philippines 
and through the North China campaign. In Lieutenant 
Geere’s article, here referred to, which appeared in the 
Journal of the Military Service Institution for May-June 
last, it was proposed, as we likewise suggested, to give 


correspondents in the field in war time an official 
status in return for the restrictions placed upon 
them, and as a means of controlling them after 
the manner we_ proposed. This, while it would 


make the position of the correspondent more com- 
fortable and secure, would also improve the character 
of his correspondence, and make it auxiliary to the pur- 
pose of the commander in the field and thus of decided 
military advantage. It would further serve to elevate 
the character of the correspondents, creating an esprit 
de corps among them which would secure their co-opera- 
tion in excluding from their ranks one whose honor 
could not be depended upon. There is one of the war 
correspondents of the Civil War still alive and residing 
in Washington, Mr. George Alfred Townsend. We 
would suggest that he be consulted to see whether his 
experience is not in accord with the opinions here ex- 
pressed. Some of the correspondents of the old war time 
were men of marked ability, as is shown by their subse- 
quent careers. Mentioning only such as we recall at the 
moment, we may name, among the living, Whitelaw Reid, 
proprietor of the New York Tribune, and at present Am- 
bassador to England, and of the departed Henry Villard, 
proprietor of the New York Evening Post, which his son 
now edits; General Carl Schurz; Murat Halstead; Ed- 
mund Clarence Stedman, the author and poet, and Uriah 
Painter, who built the opera house in Washington. To 
these may be added Sir William Howard Russell, of the 
London Times.

The term “National Guard” is relegated to what one 
might call the shelf of oblivion in the annual report of 
Lieutenant Colonel Weaver, Chief of the Division of 
Militia Affairs, who refers to the state forces as the 
“Organized Militia,” taking pains to capitalize the words. 
In this use of the words he follows the phraseology of the 
law, and at the same time uses a term applicable to the 
forces of all the states, for “National Guard” is not used 
in some states, notably Massachusetts, where the troops 
of the Commonwealth are known as the “Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia.” By the term “militia” in the United 
States is meant the body of citizens liable to be called 
out for the defense of the country, whether organized or 
not, while the Organized Militia includes only those 
officers and men who have regularly enlisted in the state 
military establishments. The term “National Guard” 
was transplanted from France, where, as the “Garde 
Nationale” it was the name of that body of troops which 
had its origin in the French Revolution, and which, from 
1789 to 1871, comprised the French militia under muni- 
cipal control, recruited from the burgher class. In 1789 the 
National Guard was instituted in Paris on the suggestion 
of Mirabeau by the Revolutionary Committee, as a check 
on the Royalists, the force thus formed numbering 48,000 
men and being commanded by Lafayette. Other battalions 
were formed in the provinces, and soon on paper the total 
strength of the National Guard was four millions, 
although the actual available force was not more than 
300,000. The organization had many ups and downs, 
being dissolved and reorganized under different régimes, 


‘ 
until after the establishment of the present Republic, 
immediately following the Franco-Prussian war in 1870, 
when it was abolished, its place being taken by the system 
of universal military training. 





Some critics may believe that the annual report of the 
Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs falls into a 
contradiction in treating of the importance of rifle prac- 
tice. At page 20 it says: “In a number of states the 
entire period of the encampment was given up to firing 
on the rifle range,” and that, “while the importance of 
instruction in rifle firing should not be underestimated, 
it must be borne in mind that there is other work of no 
less importance which must be learned by the Organized 
Militia if they would be prepared for their duties as part 
of the first line of the national defense.” At page 57 the 
report makes this assertion: ‘“‘When it is understood that 
in modern warfare marksmanship counts for more in 
training of the soldier than any other factor, and when 
it is considered that it is the most difficult qualification 
for soldiers to acquire, and one that under the best of 
conditions requires more time than any other qualifica- 
tion, its importance will be well understood.” It then 
proceeds to call the knowledge and use of the rifle “the 
one great feature connected with the training of recruits.” 
To rifle shooting is not unanimously given the first place 
in importance. We last week quoted Captain Eames, of 
the Army Service Schools, as saying that modern history 
fails to show that mere skill in shooting exercises any 
appreeiable effect in battle, the shooting of those skilled 
sharpshooters, the Boers, judged by results in killed and 
wounded, being about as bad as any on record. This, 
however, is not the view held by Lieut. Col. R. K. Evans, 
General Staff, who, in his recent essay on ‘‘Infantry Fire 
in Battle,” said: ‘At Colenso the Boers, whose reputation 
as marksmen is universally admitted, fired 600 cartridges 
for every Englishman put out of action. ‘This is the best 
battle shooting on record. ‘This result was obtained “by 
extraordinary marksmen, descended from the most 
phlegmatic race, most difficult to excite or unnerve. The 
Boer united in the highest degree all the characteristics 
ef the ideal marksman. He was undoubtedly the best 
battle shot who has appeared in action since the invention 
of gunpowder. But he was wauting in organization and 
discipline.” A review of this excellent paper by Colonel 
Evans can be found in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
of May 22, 1909, page 1074. 

In the Philippine news and reports one is often con- 
fronted with the phrase, ‘‘Moro and Pagan tribes.””’ We 
have been asked to define exactly what is meant by this. 
We cannot do better than quote from the last annual 
report of the Governor of the Moro Province, Col. 
Ralph W. Hoyt, 25th U.S. Inf., for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1909. ‘Ihe Moro Province,” he says, 
“as the designation suggests, is largely composed of so- 
called Moro and Pagan tribes. The designation ‘Moro’ 
is applied to those native tribes that have been brought 
by Arab proselyters under the influence of Islam, and 
are confined geographically to the Sulu group, the Lake 
Lanao Basin, the Rio Grande Valley and those inhabiting 
humerous points near the mouths of small rivers and 
in protected bays along the coast line of the Zamboanga 
Peninsula and the southern coast of Mindanao, reaching 
to the Gulf of Davao. It has been our custom to group 
all the other tribes—Bagobos, Subanos, Manobos, Man- 
dayans, Yacans, ete-—under the one head of “non-Chris- 
tian.” The total number of Moro and non-Christian 
inhabitants is not known, but 350,000 have been re- 
corded, and in the districts beyond the American sphere 
of influence there are many more, a conservative esti- 
mate of this total number being about 500,000. The 
Filipino population is limited to small areas in the vicin- 
ity of Zamboanga and Dapitan and small villages, a 
total of about 50,000. In other words, the Moro and 
non-Christian population of the province number about 
ten to one of the Filipino population, and the Moros 
and non-Christian inhabit and control about 99 per 
cent. of the total area of the Province. Many of the 
Filipinos are comparatively recent arrivals in this Prov- 
ince and but for the existence of the American troops 
would be quickly driven out by their more warlike Moro 
neighbors.” In our issue of Oct. 16 we described, at 
length, the plan developed by Colonel Hoyt and set 
forth in his annual report for controlling the Moros by 
a separate system of government, which would be of a 
civil-military character. 








A vast improvement of the west bank of the Hudson 
River, which will decidedly affect the country around 
the Military Academy at West Point, is provided for by 
a gift of Mrs. E. H. Harriman, widow of the. great 
financier, which was announced to the legislature of New 
York in the annual message of Governor Hughes on 
Jan. 5. Mrs. Harriman gives 10,000 acres of land in 
Orange and Rockland counties for ‘a state park, accom- 
panied by a fund of one million dollars to be used in 
furtherance of the park plan, which was one of the 
favorite projects of Mr. Harriman. The proposed state 
park will connect with the Palisades Park scheme, giving 
a river parkway from Fort Lee to Newburgh, about six 
miles above West Point, with the proposed state park 
extending northward approximately from Haverstraw to 
the Dunderberg Mountain, opposite the state camp site 
near Peekskill, and westward from the Hudson to 
‘Tuxedo. With the Riverside extension on the east bank 
of the Hudson from New York city northward, a park-

is in a hilly, if not mountainous, country, and whether 
it could be made available as a parade ground for troops 
is a question. The million-dollar fund, it is expected by 
the donor, will be used to purchase parcels of land be- 
tween the areas given outright and the Hudson River, so 
that the park will have a river front. In addition, con- 
tributions aggregating $1,625,000 have been made by 
prominent citizens, including John D. Rockefeller and 
J. Pierpont Morgan, $500,000 each ; Mrs. Sage, Miss Helen 
Gould, William K. Vanderbilt and others, for the purpose 
of extending the conservation of the natural scenery of 
the Palisades as far north as Newburgh. One of the 
features proposed is the construction of a roadway along 
the base of the Palisades from Fort Lee to Piermont, a 
score of miles. 





It is surprising how many colonels seem to overlook 
the requirements of Circular No. 13, W.D., series 1908, 
which gives explicit instructions as to what kind of 
officers are desired for detail at the Service schools and 
their qualifications. It would seem that every colonel 
who contemplates detailing an officer or officers to the 
Army School of the Line should carefully read the provi- 
sions of this circular, and confine his selection strictly to 
officers who conform to its specifications, which include, 
among other things, a requirement that details to the 
Army School of the Line should be limited to officers of 
known ability, experience, fine record and proved scholarly 
attainments as long as officers of this type are available 
who desire the detail, and the additional proviso that no 
officer shall be selected who does not desire the detail. 
In spite of these instructions, the War Department still 
receives occasional recommendations by regimental com- 
manders of officers who have not been consulted with 
regard to detail at Fort Leavenworth and who oftentimes 
do not desire such detail. Of course, the detail of such 
officers is not only unjust to them, for it often causes 
humiliation and heartburning, but is not in accord with 
the best interests of the Service. Now that the time is 
approaching for recommendations by regimental com- 
manders of officers for detail at the Army School of the 
Line, the War Department is in hopes to receive fewer 
requests for specifications as to what officers shall be so 
detailed, and to escape some of the previous errors in 
the selection, based upon ignorance of existing orders and 
regulations. 


Scientists tell us that when two great planetary bodies 
approach each other all sorts of perturbations are set up. 
That is why, perhaps, when Mr. Andrew Carnegie and 
Dr. Benjamin Trueblood let themselves loose at the same 
time on the peace question all kinds of things happen. 
A few days ago Mr. Carnegie suggested that one of the 
best ways to bring about universal peace was for the 
farmers of this country to refuse to ship breadstuffs to 
nations at war, and thus starve them into peace. On 
Dec. 20, in a debate in Hartford with Gen. Philip Reade, 
U.S.A., retired, on the question whether the reduction of 
the Army or the Navy would advance the cause of peace, 
Dr. Trueblood, secretary of the American Peace Society, 
said: “The nations have come together in The Hague 
conferences. There were 580 dinners at The Hague 
conference, and dinners do a great deal for peace.” Here 
Dr. Trueblood takes issue With Mr. Carnegie, for he 
would advance toward universal peace by way of terrapin 
and paté de fois gras.- Would it be any wonder if some 
ironical son of Mars should satirize these conflicting 
views in some such a derisive couplet as this: 

Carnegie wants to starve mankind, and Trueblood wants 
to feed ’em, 

So after all, betwixt the two, perhaps we'll have to 
bleed ’em. 








In an article discussing our relations with Japan, a 
writer in the New York Tribune says: “There is no 
doubt that the Japanese people bitterly resented the 
American seizure of the Philippines, which they had ac- 
customed themselves to regard as destined to become one 
of their dependencies as soon as ever the wane of Spanish 
sovereignty over the archipelago had attained the vanish- 
ing point. That the constant insurrections of the 
Filipinos against the Spanish authorities in the islands 
were fostered and promoted, not by the Japanese govern- 
ment, but by the Japanese people, with this object in 
view, is known to everyone who has any acquaintance 
with the affairs of the Orient, and so cruel was the 
national disappointment in Dai Nippon when, after the 
war of 1898 with Spain and the battle of Manila, the 
Philippines became an American colony, that the Japanese 
press was loud in its protests and vigorous in its denun- 
ciation of its own government for permitting the United 
States to establish herself, territorially speaking, off the 
southeastern coast of Asia.” 





The Secretary of the Navy has issued orders to have 
the cost accounting at the larger navy yards placed under 
paymasters. At Mare Island and Puget Sound, where 
in each case no separate paymaster is available, the gen- 
eral storekeeper has been temporarily designated as 
accounting officer, in addition to his other duties. The 
new cost accounting system is in successful operation at 
the Boston Navy Yard, and is being installed at the New 
York Navy Yard. It will be carried to other yards as 
fast as practicable. As soon as trained paymasters are 
available, the cost accounting offices at all navy yards 
will be placed under their charge directly under the com- 
mandant. It is desired to separate the cost fixing feature 
from the working departments as soon as possible and to 
install the improvements in methods that have been 
worked out at Boston, in order that all navy yards may 
be compared on the same basis. 
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One resuit of the conforming of the National Guard 
to Regular Army standards may be a falling off in im- 
portance of armory drills and maneuvers, if the advice 
of the Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs be fol- 
lowed. In his annual report, Colonel Weaver says: “Too 
much time is apt to be spent by militiamen in the study 
and practice of the minutie of the close-order drills. 
While it is desirable that armory instruction should in- 
clude close-order drill, and seek thereby to develop to the 
highest possible point promptness in formation, cheerful- 
ness and alacrity in execution of orders, smartness in 
appearance, and all the military and manly qualities of 
the individual soldier, it is important that care should 
be taken not to fritter away the valuable limited time 
available to the Militia in straining after the superlative 
and faney effects in the manual of arms and in marching 
and maneuvering in close order. It should always be 
kept in mind that field service efficiency is the main 
objective of armory, as well as camp instruction, and if 
time is given to unessentials it is done at the expense of 
essentials.” Some students of the art military may ques- 
tion the wisdom of advice that may operate to chill the 
ardor of National Guard drillmasters. In the Massa- 
chusetts maneuvers Jast summer, in the worst weather 
yet experienced jin joint operations of so extensive a kind, 
one of the best National Guard regiments, if not the best, 
was the one which for more than half a century has been 
famous, not only in the United States, but abroad, as the 
state organization best drilled in these very minutie of 
which Colonel Weaver speaks, and the West Point cadets 
have long been praised for their mastery of these details 
of close-order drill. which is practiced in the armories. 
Whatever the National Guard regiments do in armory 
drill is prescribed in the Drill Regulations. and even the 
increased prominence given to open-order fighting should 
not be allowed to diminish the importance of close-order 
maneuvering or to lessen the weight of the contention of 
Napoleon that light troops, intended to march and fight 
independently and including skirmishers, should be more 
practiced in maneuvering than troons of the line (‘Theory 
of -War.” Macdougall. chapter VITI.). Frederick the 
Great paid more attention to mere parade drill, historians 
say, than any other modern general, and military critics 
assert that “he undoubtedly owed many of his great 
victories, as well-as on several occasions his escape from 
serious disaster, to the suneriority of his troons in this 
particular over the enemy.” At the battle of Prague, in 
1757, Frederick carried his whole army by a flank march 
from right to left to attack the Austrian right wing. To 
do this he had to abandon completely his line of retreat 
on Brandeis and to place himself across a road by which 
30,000 fresh Austrian troops under Daun were advancing 
on his rear. It was only his ability to maneuver his 
men with almost lightninglike rapidity that saved him 
that day from destruction, as defeat by Prince Charles 
would have ensured his ruin. Sir John Moore’s famous 
light division in the Peninsular war was admittedly the 
hest drilled and best practiced in maneuvering of all the 
allied forces. “As 9 general rule, no maneuvers can be 
too comniieated for the practice of parade drill to exercise 
the intelligence and self-reliance of the soldier” (Ibid.). 





Colonel Weaver, in favoring the elimination from en- 
campment duty of close-order formation, throws back 
upon the armory instruction all that kind of work. At 
page 24 his report says: “Too much time is devoted to 
close-order drills and ceremonies in encampments, Should 
armory instruction even approximate what it ought to 
be, no company close-order drills in camp would be neces- 
sary. It is not so essential to know close-order platoon 
drill nor those battalion movements of little or no use in 
the field as it is to learn something of deployments for 
battle, or advance guard and outpost duty. Ceremonies 
are more tiresome to the enlisted man than any other 
form of drill, due to having to stand so long at attention.” 
There is likely to be little dissent from this suggestion 
in the report: “While ceremonies, properly conducted, 
heave their value, the consensus of opinion undoubtedly is 
that they should be eliminated from Militia encampments 
in favor of more profitable means of instruction. Cere- 
monies by units larger than a regiment are particularly 
tiresome and comparatively valueless.” It may also be 
added that these ceremonies break in on the routine of 
the camp and interfere with the proper instruction, as 
when the Governor visits the camp and the troops are 
turned out in his honor. That day is generally counted 
as “dead” so far as practical teaching work is concerned. 
With the exception of company open-order, armories are 
not fitted for anything else than the close-order drill 
which has been practiced for years, and in the smaller 
cities there is often hardly room in the restricted quarters 
to do even that. We believe it is the general sentiment 
of Army officers that National Guard regiments will not 
make a great error if they strive to achieve that perfec- 
tion of drill attained by the 7th Regiment in New York 
city. At the Army posts the Regulars on duty are drilled 
every day in close-order and the manual, and their 
standard of excellence may well be striven after by the 
state regiments. The meaning of the words “superlative 
and fancy effects” in the report of Colonel Weaver may 
not be clear to many officers of the Guard, and may lead 
them to slight important features in the disciplining of 
their men. 

In seeking an answer to the question of how to induce 
men to continue in the Navy, Capt. A. C. Dillingham, 
U.S.N., in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute for 
December, presents the draft of a bill for putting enlisted 
men on the retired list. It provides that after twenty- 
five years of service in the Navy a man shall on his 
application be placed on the retired list with seventy-five 
per cent. pay, with $9.50 a month in lieu of rations and 
clothing and $6.25 a month in lieu of quarters, fuel and 
light. Having served twenty years in the engineering 
ratings, he shall be so retired. After ten years of service 
and less than twenty-five years, if incapacitated through 
disease or injury incident to his service, he shall be re- 
tired with pay to he determined by multiplying one 
thirty-second of the amount of his pay by the number of 
his years of service. Where the pension would be greater 
for disability, the henefits of the proposed act could be 
waived. Captain Dillingham says it is acknowledged 
that men of the engineer force cannot stand the physical 
wear and tear for over twenty years, but under his bill 
the man of the engineer force would not get the retired 
pay he would get if he remained the full twenty-five 
vears. The most serious trouble in trying to bring about 
a continuous enlistment of men is at the third enlistment 
period, for then the average man has reached a point 





where he is thinking whether he would gain by leaving 
the Service while hs is still in good health and has 
sufficient money to make a start in civil life, and whether 
he had better not marry and settle down. It is believed 
that all officers concede that a larger continuous service 
force would greatly increase the efficiency of the fleet. 
To-day the enlisted force in the Navy has about seventy- 
six per cent. of the men on first enlistment, about sixteen 
per cent. on second enlistment, and only about four per 
cent. on third enlistment. which, he thinks, shows how 
necessary it is for something to he done to counteract this 
aversion to a third enlistment. The increase in continuous 
service men is small, as these figures show: For 1905, 
entire year, the percentage of continuous men to the 
whole force was 11.9; June 30. 1905, the per cent. was 
15.9: for the entire year of 1908 the per cent. was 13.3, 
and June 30, 1908, the per cent. was 19.1. Modern wars 
have been short. and they promise to be shorter, and 
there will be no time to train men during war. We must 
have the men ready at the instant. Admiral Beresford 
has said: “You may take two years to build a battleship, 
but it takes six years to make a first-class seaman 
gunner.” That our pension and retirement laws for the 
men of the Navy are not what they ought to be is shown 
by the fact that to-day only 240 men are on the retired 
list, and they are mostly men that have had very little 
sea service. With the strennous life on a modern battle- 
shin men do not survive the thirty-year service before 
retirement or they leave the Service. We might suggest, 
as a point in proof of the hard nature of the work, the 
injurv to hearing caused by the firing of the great guns. 
Hundreds of men in the Service have had their hearing 
impaired by the conenssion caused by the explosions of 
the great modern rifles. Captain Dillingham also suggesis 
a svstematic method of detail of the enlisted force that 
might give the opportunity for srecessive sea and shore 
duty to men that have heen fer eight years or more in the 
Service. Secretary of the Navy Newberry, near the close 
of 1908, approved Honse Bill 19.561, providing for 
straight retirement of enlisted men after twenty-five years 
of service.

Further evidence of the futility of trying to decrease 
drinking by the prohibition of light beverages is supplied 
by the figures of the arrests for drunkenness at the 
National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. This 
home ‘s not confined to'a particular district, which might 
be considered as under some malign local influence, but 
comprises a dozen brancheg in widely separated parts of 
the country. The following figures are taken from the 
annnal report of Major A. W. Brewster, 19th U.S. Inf., 
Acting I.G., inspecting officer: The beer halls at the 
homes were closed March 4, 1907. In 1906, with an 
average population in the homes of 21.190, there were 
3.221 trials for drunkenness. In 1909, with a population 
829 smaller, or 20.271, the trials for intoxication were 
4.247, or an increase jn trials of nearly 32 per cent. In 
1906 there was one arrest for drunkenness for every 6.5

men: in 1909. one arrest for every 4.7 men. Segregation . 


of the habitual drunkards. of whom there are a number 
at each branch, is recommended. The daily average of 
inmates present and ahsent at all the homes taken _to- 
gether during the last fiscal year was’ 27.488, as against 
27.770 for the nreceding year. The average number 
present was 20.271. The fact that in all the home 
cemeteries 29.641 memhers were buried up to June 30, 
1909, or 9.370 more than the average living population, 
is very significant, says the report, of the rapidity with 
which the veterans are passing away. Except for the 
rapidly increasing admission of the young Spanish War 
soldiers to the Home. the per cent. of deaths to first 
admissions would he hizher. In 1906 there were 1.129 
Spanish War soldiers in the home: three years later 
there were 2.222. or nearly double. These men averaging 
only about forty years of age, the death rate is small. 
The adjutant at one home js criticized in the report for 
not having been “dignified or tactful in his official inter- 
course with members,” a dereliction particularly obnoxious 
when old and comparatively helpless men are concerned, 
and doubtless this rebuke of the inspecting officer will 
effect a desired change. Major Brewster hopes that the 
zeal and fidelity with which Mrs. FE. L. Miller has served 
the Government while in charge of the general depot, 
Dayton, Ohio, will bring her a liberal pension on retire- 
ment. 





In an article on the work of the Coast Artillery, the 
New York Sun says: “It is evident that the Coast Artil- 
lery is fulfilling its mission as an element of the military 
establishment by making full use of its opportunities to 
develop and perfect the system of coast defense, so that 
the country can rest satisfied that the material (forts and 
guns) on which so much money has been expended has 
heen entrusted to competent hands, and that the corns 
itself has proved equal to its task and deserving of the 
encouragement and support it hos received in the way of 
improved organization, greater facilities for work and in- 
creased supply of ammunition and other material _for 
extensive practice. The main imnrovement now required 
is that in organization and administration demanded by 
the Chief of Coast Artillery, namely, that the three Coast 
Artillery departments shall be commanded by Coast 
Artillery officers with the rank of brigadier general. The 
work of the Coast Artillery in the last ten vears has been 
such as to warrant the Government in having confidence 
in its judgment in this matter and in giving it the or- 
ganization it so earnestly desires, not for the sake of 
mere promotion, although that is well merited, but to 
perfect our system of coast defense in order to liberate 
the Navv for its highest duty of seeking the enemy’s fleet 
on the high seas freed from all concern for the coast 
protection.”

Coast Artillery Memorandum No. 1, issued by the War 
Department Feb. 17, 1909, has been rescinded, and a new 
Memorandum No. 1 has been issued, dated Jan. 1, 1910. 
Post commanders will require all Coast Artillery officers 
of their commands to stvdy this memorandum and recite 
on its subject-matter. They will conduct personally the 
recitations, and will certify to the Adjutant General of 
the Army. before the first annual target practice is held, 
that all Coast Artillery officers of their commands are 
proficient in the instructions contained in this memoran- 
dum. The instructions relate to the service and firing of 
coast guns and mortars, targets, scoring, reports and 
records, ete.

GENERAL WOOD’S OPINION OF MANEUVERS. 


Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., has favored the 
New York Times with a statement of his views on vari- 
ous Army questions, to the presentation of which the 
‘Times devotes nearfy a page of its Sunday issue of 
Jan. 2. In this General Wood says: 


“Well planned and well conducted maneuvers furnish 
the troops everything except actual fighting. It is very 
necessary that soft troops assembled for maneuvers 
should not be worked too hard, a condition which it is 
dificult to carry out in view of the short time for which 
the Organized Militia troops are available. The work 
ought not to begin, as a rule, before six a.m., and should 
end, according to climatic conditions, anywhere from 
eleven a.m. to one p.m. Longer periods can sometimes 
be insisted upon without undue hardship when the char- 
acter of the problem is such that the troops have to 
cover very little country and the umpires see to it that 
as much time is consumed as would be consumed under 
actual combat conditions. . 

“We have seen a great many statements to the effect 
that nianeuvers are valuable only for the higher officer. 
This is not true. They are, of course, especially valuable 
for the officers commanding the larger units, but they 
are of value to all officers and men. The men learn how 
to take care of themselves in the field, and have im- 
pressed upon them the necessity of having well fitting 
and broken-in footgear, of taking care of their feet on 
the march by means of frequent bathing and thoroughly 
clean stockings, stockings free from caked perspiration, 
dust, ete. Also the importance of having their clothing 
properly adjusted so as to permit free movement, at the 
Same ume fitting reasonably well. They also receive an 
immense amount of instruction in marching, learning 
best how to pack and carry their load; they learn how 
to take care of their arms and equipment in the field; 
they also receive what is very important, practical in- 
struction in the preparation of the ration (field cook- 
ing), upon which so much depends. If the company offi- 
cers are efficient and thorough, every opportunity is 
taken advantage of to teach men to take advantage of 
cover, the best methods of passing obstacles, etc. 

“The imaneuvers during the past year were notable 
in several particulars: First, for the excellent conduct 
of the men. The amount of damages was insignificant, 
and there were very few well grounded complaints from 
the people of the country operated in. here was very 
little, if any, disorderly conduct. Second, there was a 
marvelously small amount of sickness. This should be 
especially emphasized, as ill-informed writers have cir- 
culated statements to the contrary, statements which are 
without foundation in fact. The amourft of sickness was 
so small as to have been almost insignificant, far below 
that of the average old-time summer camp. he number 
of men disabled was very few, and the disability was of 
a temporary character; there were no fatalities resulting 
from the maneuvers themselves. 

“The greatest cause of disability arose from the use 
of new and ill-fitting or stiff shoes. It can be definitely 
stated that the disability as a whole was less than has 
been the case where the troops were in fixed camps. This 
statement is fully substantiated by the reports of the 
state medical officers. This remarkably satisfactory re- 
sult was due to various things; first, to the fact that 
the officers, despite statements to the contrary, took 
pretty good care of the men, and saw that they had a 
sufficient amount of food to keep them in fair shape and 
had little opportunity for excesses of any kind; second, 
there is an additional reason, and a strong one, namely, 
that the men were interested in what they were doing 
and paid little attention to minor ailments. 

“Another valuable thing about manexvers is that they 
open the eyes of the people as a whole to the inadequacy 
of our Regular Army and Organized Militia, even when 
working together, to meet the demands which would be 
made upon them if they were called upon to furnish 
an expeditionary force of any size. They also demon- 
strate the small force available for defense under pres- 
ent conditions. 

“The Massachusetts maneuvers this year will cost the 
National Government less than $100,000, an insignificant 
amount in comparison with the valuable training and ex- 
perience gained by officers and men. They will serve 
to draw the attention of the whole country to the fact 
that seacoast defenses are in no sense a complete de- 
fense for our seaboard or cities. and that their use is 
very limited unless supported by an adequate mobile 


rmy. 

“The policy of government ownership of camp sites 
so situated as to facilitate the concentration of the Regu- 
lar Army and Organized Militia is one which seems to 
be growing. The idea is sound. It is of vital impor- 
tance that as much general instruction should be given 
as possible. It is especially desirable that the land de- 
voted to this purpose should be large enough to enable 
instruction in extended order and permit field maneuvers 
of units as large as a brigade, and that these camps 
should be situated in a country over which it would be 
possible to have larger maneuvers whenever funds are 
available. 

“There is a widely growing interest in military work 
among the Organized Militia, and the standards aimed 
at by officers and men are much higher than in former 
years. This is a force to the development of which too 
much attention cannot be given. The troops of the Or- 
ganized Militia have passed from the experimental stage 
and have, under existing laws, practically been made a 
part of our available force for defense, and we should 
make every possible effort to render them as efficient as 
possible. There is a fine spirit among the officers and 
men of this force, and I find them, as a rule, more than 
willing to receive good advice and keen to secure instruc- 
tion from competent Regular officers. 

“The intelligent militiamen do not for a moment think 
they can take the place of the Regular Army. They only 
hope they can become a thoroughly efficient and intelli- 
gent adjunct and attain a completeness of organization 
and thoroughness of instruction which will render them 
at all times immediately available for service to the 
extent of their authorized strength. 

“In reference to your inquiry about the Service schools 
I can only say that the result of their work has been 
most excellent. Their graduates give evidence of very 
thorough and intelligent instruction, and come back to 
the line far more valuable officers as a result of their 
training at the Service schools. The schools are doing 
a great work in the Army. The scope of the course 
is wide and practical and turns out well instructed and 
well grounded officers. 

“In the matter of the canteen I do not feel at liberty 
to say anything more than I have said in my annual 
reports, as this is a subject on which Congress has acted. 
The Regular Army at present is maintained at about 

men. The class of recruits beirz obtained is ex- 
cellent. A steady and constant improvement in the con- 
ditions existing at Army posts has been the rule for the 
past several years. Our men are splendidly sheltered, 
clothed and fed, and are physically sound. Taken as a 
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p are a very intelligent lot of men, and finer 
a ee making good troops could not be desired.” 





MAN OF WAR AS A PARISH. 


from the U.S.S. Minnesota Chaplain Sidney K. Evans, 
U.S.N., writes us saying: “You may be interested in 
knowing that since the fleet returned from the cruise 
around the world I have raised in different cities for 
local non-sectarian, charitable or educational purposes 
over $3,400 by lecturing upon the cruise, with the ap- 
proval of the Navy Department, and without one cent 
of financial gain to myself. Last week I returned from 
a short tour, which included Scranton, Pottsville, Harris- 
burg and Philadelphia, in Pennsylvania, with one lec- 
ture in New York city, one in Connecticut, so you see 
that the labors of the sea-going members of the Corps of 
Chaplains, U.S.N., are not confined to their ships.” 

The New York Churchman of Dec. 18 publishes an 
illustrated article by Chaplain Evans, in which he con- 
siders the subject of “A Battleship for a Parish.” In 


this he says: : ’ 

The other day a naval officer said to a_ chaplain of my 
acquaintance, “You are the busiest man I ever knew = 
a man who does not have to do anything.’ What he 
meant was that so very few of the chaplain’s duties are 
“prescribed,” either by. the Navy Regulations themselves 
or by the captain or his right hand, the executive officer, 
that if he were an unscrupulous or lazy person he might 
meet all Rien: gents and aa every regulation without 

certi himself very much. : ; 
“ae naval officer the chaplain, of course, is subject 
to every rule of the ship, and to all the general laws of 
conduct set for every other naval officer. He is subject 
to every penalty appointed to follow upon infraction of 
those laws. But in his own special duties he is given a 
free hand. i we) 

It is quite possible for a chaplain to render a minimum 
routine which need not take up much of his time. He 
can easily be an unknown quantity to the personnel of 
the ship and it to him. But to the duties of any chap- 
lain whose heart is in his work there is no end. Noth- 
ing which concerns his flock, whether on land or sea, 
ought to be outside his sphere. Not that he can be a 
meddler—what surer way to kill his influence “aft ean 
there be than that? Not that he is a ““detective”—there 
is no quicker road to disfavor “forward” than this. But 
he can and must know his men well, and any chaplain 
who is willing to spend and be spent for his flock will 
not fail in time to win their confidence and meet with 
a ready response. 

As a new-comer he soon discovers that he knows but 
little of a ship. He has to change his vocabulary some- 
what. The cannons become “guns”; the bullets “shot”; 
the stairs are “ladders,” and the windows “ports.” No 
more ceilings or floors, but “decks above’ or “below.’ 
no more walls, but “bulkheads”; no more upstairs or 
downstairs, but “above” and “below.” But his ‘‘parish- 
joners” are always ready to lend him a hand. Perhaps 
they still remember their own verdant days. | His prog- 
ress is rapid. Soon he is able to find the right ladder 
when he wishes to change his deck, and can hear the 
general alarm ring for a practice-drill without wondering 
whether or not some magazine is about to blow up. 
After a time he can distinguish a few of,the score of 
bugle calls most frequently used, and perhaps _has 
learned the significance of some of the queer little 
wheels and stars and bars, ete., on the sleeves of the 
men’s jumpers. And he is a proud man when at last 
certain often-used technical terms begin to mean some- 
thing even to him, Before he knows it, he finds him- 
self observing a certain routine, which, however, is al- 
ways subject to interruptions by ‘“‘orders” or specially 
assigned duties. . , 

His work differs greatly from that of a parish priest 
on shore. But in his work aboard the compensations 
are many. Few preachers can find so many striking 
illustrations in the lives of their parishioners, and the 
chaplain’s bow is not so often “drawn at a venture” as 
is his brother clergyman’s on shore. On ship one’s par- 
ishioners are never “not at home,’ and they know that 
if worst comes to worst they are compelled to chose be- 
tween the deep sea and him. Attendance at all religious 
services is voluntary, yet his flock cannot get away from 
him entirely, except by jumping overboard... If on his 
rounds he misses the man he wishes to catch he can al- 
ways send for him. But the chaplain seldom has to 
do this, for whenever he is not making the rounds of his 
parish or at his meals or in his bunk his study is open 
to all, and they soon get to know it. 

On one occasion during the cruise all the ships of 
the fleet “slowed speed’? and then came to a stop. The 
colors on each dropped to half-mast. There was to be 
a burial at sea on the Ohio. She was two miles away, 
but that is a very short distance at sea. She had no 
chaplain, and while the body was lowered reverently over 
the side in plain view of our ship by the aid of a glass, 
the writer said the “Committal” from the after-bridge of 
the Minnesota as he stood by the side of the commander 
of the Second Squadron, the late Rear Admiral Charles 
M. Thomas, who bared his head as it was done. 

The candidates for confirmation have been, without 
exception, men who belonged to “Church” families be- 
fore they came into the Navy, or who have themselves 
first broached the subject to me, for a chaplain in the 
Navy, when on board ship at work, officially belongs to 
and represents no one Christian body to the exclusion 
of others. He belongs to all his men and tries to serve 
them all without regard to their own or his own religious 
affiliation while on shore. The same Church Flag flies 
at the mast-head, whether the chaplain be a Roman 
Catholic or a Protestant, an Episcopalian or a Baptist. 

The Church Flag is always displayed from the mast- 
head of every United States warship during divine 
service. It is the only flag which is ever allowed to fly 
above the national ensign. No other flag, if ever one 
should get above our own, would remain there long. 
Whatever the cost. down it would come; but that little 
white triangle, having in its center a simple Latin cross 
In navy blue, flies there, proudly and unmolested, as if 
to say to all in sight that the only true patriotism is 
that which has God as its Author and which can be 
—_ with the stamp of approval by the Incarnate God, 
lis Son. 

Every day the chaplain makes the rounds of his 
parish, visiting every department once, with at least two 
visits to the sick-bay (or hospital). He soon gets to 
know his men by name and picks up incidentally many 
an illustration for his Sunday talk. i 
_ He has many duties not strictly religious. Often he 
is in charge of the various libraries of the ship. To 
keep a thousand men in reading matter is not an easy 


Ching, especially when they are at sea for months at a 
ime. 

People on shore do not realize how much of their spare 
time the men devote to systematic reading and study. 
More than one hundred of our own ship’s company are 
taking correspondence courses. Here the chaplain helps. 
There are two societies on board which regularly meet 
for literary exercises. Occasionally help is needed. More 
than one chaplain is the manager of his ship’s foot- 
ball or baseball team. The chaplain is responsible for 
the amusements for the crew. A long voyage at sea 
gives him special opportunities. On the cruise around 
the world, a night or two before reaching port he would 
often give a lecture on the country which was next to 
be visited. 

Once each year we have a “show” on a large scale. 
Knowing that we should spend many weeks in target 
practice at Magdalena Bay in Mexico, with not a town 
within sixty miles and scarcely a house in sight, we set 
to work, and on April 1, 1908, gave “A Frolic for Nep- 
tune,” based on incidents in the Neptune Celebration 
on the crossing of the equator by the fleet. Every bit 
of scenery and costume was made by the men themselves. 
The chaplain wrote the sketch, and drilled the troupe 
of sixty for nearly three months. Nearly 1,800 officers 
and men were in attendance on board. This year’s show 
was given at Hampton Roads, just before the fleet sailed 
for New York for the Hudson-Fulton celebration. It 
was based on incidents in the stay of the Atlantic Fleet 
in New Zealand waters, and was called “A Visit to 
Maoriland.” The troupe numbered seventy-two, and the 
Maori tattooing, and the Maori yells, as given by our 
husky men, might well make the Hippodrome Maoris 
open their eyes and ears in envy as well as in surprise. 
During the officers’ luncheon in the ward room, the next 
day, the executive officer tapped his glass for silence. In 
a speech fairly charged with adjectives in mock solemnity 
he thanked the chaplain for the ‘‘splendid show” in be- 
half of the admiral, the officers and enlisted men. Then, 
amid a volley of applause, he pinned upon the chaplain’s 
breast a wondrous “blue ribbon of excellence,’? which 
they had thoughtfully preserved from a much-prized 
portion of the mess steward’s stores. 

To many on his ship and off the chaplain serves as an 
encyclopaedia. Sometimes the questions asked are not 
as innocent as they sound. While he was standing on 
the lower bridge as the ship entered the harbor at 
Callao in Peru, a bluejacket with a look of great concern 
came to find out exactly what time the ship came to 
anchor. Thinking that he wished to place it on record 
in a diary (many men keep a daily “log”’) or to write it 
home, the chaplain took some pains to find out the exact 
official time. Later he discovered that if he had not 
given the correct time, to a minute, several sums of 
money, wagered on the time of anchorage, would have 
gone to the wrong pockets. One day from an officer or 
the ship astern the chaplain received by wireless, ‘Whar 
is the date of Ash Wednesday?’ He discovered later 
that his suspicion that there was more than a zeal for 
abstinence behind this question was correct. 

Yet it does not follow that every time one “bets” 
he puts up any money on his “wager.’’ The other day 
the chaplain went up to the top of the new cage mast to 
take some photographs. As he came down he thought 
he was attracting a little more attention than usual. He 
wondered why. As his right foot touched the deck a 
shout went up from those who had “bet” that he would 
put that foot on the deck first; but not a cent was at 
stake, though it is not less difficult to teach the blue- 
jacket than it is to teach the man on shore that no one 
has the right to gamble, and that sport for its own sake, 
as separate and distinct from material profit and loss, is 
the ideal. 

Not the least important of the chaplain’s duties is his 
correspondence. The letters which come to a chaplain 
from distant parts of the world from men who have been 
transferred to different ships, and with whom he tries 
to keep in touch, are a source of great pleasure. 

“In the olden days we had wooden ships and iron men; 
nowadays we have iron ships and wooden men.” This is 
a saying sometimes quoted in the Navy to spur the 
laggard on to greater effort; and yet there has never 
been a time in our country’s history when the proportion 
of “iron’? men in our Navy was as great as it is to-day. 

The record of the spirit of comradeship existing be- 
tween officers and men in time of war is a glorious one. 
Instances of the same spirit in time of peace are apt 
to lose their force, except when brought to mind by such 
terrible tragedies as the turret explosion which occurred 
on the Kearsarge during the spring practice of 1906, 
when two officers and five men were killed and eight 
men injured. As they lay dying each man’s chief 
anxiety was for the safety of his officer; each officer was 
determined that his men should be cared for first. 

We have no reason to fear that the glorious traditions 
of the “old Navy” may be unable to find expression in 
the ‘‘new Navy.” And there is a greater indwelling of 
God the Holy Spirit in the hearts and lives of the officers 
and enlisted men of our Navy to-day than many people 
think. 


RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


We have before alluded to the volume, “Abraham 
Lincoln, the People’s Leader in the Struggle for National 
Existence,” written by George Haven Putnam, Litt.D., 
and published by the firm of G. P. Putnam’s Sons, of 
which he is the head. The portrait of Lincoln prefacing 
the volume is one of the best representations of the great 
President, and the text following it is one of the best of 
the short biographies which aim to set forth the salient 
facts of the career to which Nicolay and Hay have de- 
voted ten octavo volumes, each nearly double the size of 
this humble duodecimo. Its author bears the title of 
major for his services during the Civil War, and as the 
result of his experiences during the Presidential term of 
Mr. Lincoln he is able to freshen his narrative of facts 
well known with personal experiences and anecdotes of 
the period. Not the least valuable of Major Putnam’s 
contributions to his subject is in the appendix to his 
volume, in which is given the address at Cooper Institute, 
New York. Feb. 27, 1860, which first brought prominently 
to the notice of the whole country the comparatively un- 
known Illinois lawyer. The address is accompanied with 
the interesting, historical and analytical notes of Judge 
Nott and Cephas Brainerd that attended its first 
publication. This speech is not given in full in Nicolay 
and Hay’s standard life of Lincoln, though it appears in 
the first of the two volumes giving Lincoln’s speeches, 
letters and state papers. 

Capt. Charles F. Craig, Med. Corps, U.S.A., of the 
Army Medical Museum, at Washington, is the author of 
an illustrated volume on “The Malarial Fevers, Hemo- 
globinuric Fever; and the Blood Protozoa of Man,” pub- 





lished by William Wood and Company, Philadelphia and 
New York. Of Captain Craig’s work, the Therapeutic 
Gazette, of Detroit, Mich., for October, 1909, says: “The 
change which has come over the Medical Service of the 
Army and Navy of the United States within recent years 
is well illustrated by the excellent work which has been 
done by Captain Craig in his investigations of the sub- 
jects with which this book deals. Work such as this not 
only raises the worker in the opinion of members of his 
Own corps, and of the medical profession in general, but 
gives him a place among the men of science and calls 
forth the admiration and respect of the laity as well. The 
latter influence .is advantageous in that it renders it 
possible to obtain favorable legislation for the Medical 
Department of the Army and Navy, and it has the addi- 
tional advantage that it establishes a grade of scientific 
endeavor toward which younger medical officers can 
strive, and so provides an example which they may at 
least hope to emulate. Another encouraging sign is the 
fact that Dr. Craig’s efforts have been recognized by his 
superior officers, and that they have lent him ali the 
encouragement and assistance which it is in their power 
to give. In other words, the present book not only repre- 
sents his thorough and complete study of these very im- 
portant subjects, the importance of which is more evident 
as each year goes by, but also the volume stands for all 
that is good in medical researeh. Dr. Craig has had 
exceptional advantages in this country and abroad for the 
carrying out of his investigations, and these advantages 
have been utilized to the fullest degree. The present book 
is one that should be in the hands of every practitioner 
who practices in malarial districts. It should be read by 
those who live in northern climes in order that their 
conception of disease may be more thorough and complete, 
and it would be advantageous if professors of medicine in 
the various _medical schools would insist that their 
students obtain the volume and carefully peruse it during 
their college days.” 





HOW ELIMINATION WILL WORK. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

As the “Elimination Bill” is expected to be revived 
this winter, and as its provisions are vitally important 
to some officers, will you give space for a brief discussion 
of one feature of this measure? 

Its chief point is “age in grade” elimination. For ex- 
ample, it is understood that the provisions of this bill 
would eliminate all captains at forty-four years of age, 
unless they be promoted to a majority. As there is no 
way this can be “done, except by seniority, all officers 
who cannot be promoted to major at or before forty-four 
will be eliminated. Its second vital point is in the mat- 
ter of retired pay, since it awards to those thus elimi- 
nated a rate of pay determined by a percentage of their 
pay on the active list equal to one-twelfth the square of 
their number of years’ service. Let this be illustrated 
by a concrete example, and let us take four captains. 
They have not been consulted in the preparation of this 
paper, and know nothing about it. 

Capt. John L. DeWitt, 20th Inf., was commissioned a 
second lieutenant of Infantry at the age of eighteen 
years and nine month. He therefore had twenty-five 
years and three months in which to reach the grade of 
major, and may he considered safe from elimination at 
forty-four years. Capt. S. P. Adams, 14th Cay., was 
commissioned a second lieutenant at the age of twenty- 
six years and four months. He therefore had only 
seventeen years and eight months in which to reach his 
majority. DeWitt therefore had an advantage of seven 
years and seven months over Adams. Both are promoted 
by lineal promotion alone; so neither can gain any ad- 
vantage over the other by special promotion. Adams 
would be “eliminated” bodily by the proposed bill on 
Jan. 24, 1910, with a rate of pay of $71.10 per month. 

Take an Infantry case, the same arm of the Service 
as DeWitt. Capt. Joseph Frazier, 14th Inf., was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant at the age of twenty-six 
years and six months. He had only seventeen years and 
six months to reach a majority, as against DeWitt’s 
twenty-five. Frazier would be eliminated by the proposed 
bill immediately upon its passage; he is already beyond 
the age limit. His rate of pay, after spending twenty- 
four years in the military Service, would be only $71.10 
per month. Many enlisted men get higher retired rate 
of pay than that. DeWitt got his captaincy in five years 
and seven months; hut it took eight years and seven 
months for Adams, and nine years (nearly twice as long 
as DeWitt) in Frazier’s case. After reaching a cap- 
taincy DeWitt had twenty years to make his majority 
at forty-four, while “Adams had only nine years and 
Frazier had only eight years. Now, these inequalities 
are not due to lack of merit on the one hand, nor to 
superior merit on the cther, but solely to “Age-at-Entry” 
into the Service. Plainly, the assumption of an “Age- 
in-Grade” as a basis of elimination, which fails to take 
into account the difference in ‘“Age-at-Entry,” works 
injustice and hardship. Adams and Frazier are both 
graduates of West Point; DeWitt is not. But Adams 
and Frazier get no credit for that four years. 

Again, the average age of second lieutenants when 
appointed from the ranks is about four years greater 
than that of graduates of West Point at date of gradua- 
tion. Fixing an arbitrary “‘Age-in-Grade” as a basis for 
elimination will make a strong discrimination against 
these men. To illustrate, take the case of Capt. U. G. 
Worrilow. He was twenty-eight years and four months 
of age when commissioned a second lieutenant, and had 
fifteen years and seven months to reach his majority, 
against the twenty-five years of DeWitt. It took him 
six years and two months to reach his captaincy, and he 
then had left nine years and five months to reach his 
majority, as against DeWitt’s twenty years to go when 
he was made a captain. Worrilow would be “eliminated” 
June 5, 1910. at forty-four years of age, with a pay of 
$50.40 per month—less than the pay he would have re- 
ceived if he had remained an enlisted man and retired as 
a first sergeant, which he could have done, counting his 
double time for foreign service. é 

There are scores of valuable officers who were commis- 
sioned from the Volunteers in 1901 who would be “elimi- 
nated” by the terms of the proposed law with but a 
pittance. Many of these officers have the grave handicap 
of greater “Age-at-Entry”: many of the very best of 
them would he shelved on the day the bill became a law, 
with rates of pay from $18 to $30 per month. A bill 
which presents such inequalities, and would cause such 
gross injustice, should not become a law without amend- 
ment to take ont these features. This can be done very 
simply. and without in any way defeating the object of 
the bill. 

Its object is to prevent superannuation in the lower 
grades: onlv that, and nothing more. Let the principle of 
“Length of Service-in-Grade” be adopted, instead of 
“Age-in-Grade,” and no injustice will result. because the 
difference of age at date of' entry will then be taken into 
account. It does not matter what length of service be 
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fixed in each grade, for whatever it be all will have the 
same opportunity, and eliminations will not be felt as a 
hardship if all are treated alike. But a plan which dis- 
criminates against officers solely because of their “Age- 
at-Entry,” or which discriminates against the men who 
were promoted from the ranks, and who were, as a class, 
older at date of original commission than any other 
class, is not a fair proposition, and ought to be amended 
before becoming a law so as to be equally fair for all.

DETAILED VS. PERMANENT STAFF SYSTEM. 


QUERIES BY A SEEKER AFTER TRUTH. 

1. Prior to the present system of detailing line officers 
for limited tours of duty in special staff departments, for 
how many years had the personnel of such departments 
been furnished by permanent appointment? 

2. With the exception of two appointments to the 
Adjutant General’s and one to the Inspector General’s 
Department, were there any instances where the ap- 
pointments were made as the result of competitive exami- 
nation? 

8. With the exception of the law under which these 
three appointments were made, was there any case where 
the head of any of the special staff departments en- 
deavored to secure the enactment of a law under which 
appointment to such department could be made pursuant 
to competitive examination? 

4. Was there any method by which, under the perma- 
nent system, the relative merit or aptitude of applicants 
could be determined? : . 

5. With the few exceptions where for specially meri- 
torious service the War Department sought the appoint- 
ment with a view to the appointees being promptly 
retired with increased rank, how many appointments 
were made in which the application for appointment 
was accompanied by recommendations from influential 
persons other than of the Army? ’ 

6. What proportion of such appointees received also 
the personal aid of influential persons other than of the 
Army? 

7. What was the controlling factor in this great mass 
of appointments? Was it special fitness for the posi- 
tion sought, or, aid of influential friends? : 

8. Did the permanent system, as a system, give satis- 
faction other than to those appointed, and their relatives 
and friends? 

9. What causes Jed to the discontinuance of the perma- 
nent system and the inauguration of the present detail 
system? 

10. Did any appointment under the permanent system 
eause an increase of salary to be paid by the govern- 
ment to the appointee over his salary just prior to ap- 
pointment? 

11. Does the detail of an officer under the present sys- 
tem cause an increase of salary to be paid by the govern- 
ment to the officer detailed over his salary just prior to 
detail? 

12. How many years has the present detail system 
been in operation? . 

13. Has there been any serious difficulty in securing 
the necessary number allowed by law of officers with at 
least fair aptitude for the duties of the position to which 
detailed? 

14. Under the permanent system was there any way 
other than retirement, dismissal or death, by which ap- 
pointees who proved to be failures, from a professional 
point of view, could be got rid of by the department to 
which detailed? 

15. Under the present detail system is there a way by 
which an officer detailed, and who proves to be a failure, 
can be got rid of by the department to which detailed? 

16. Were all of the appointees under the permanent 
system qualified for the position to which appointed? 

17. How does the initial aptitude of those now de- 
tailed compare with the initial aptitude of those former- 
ly appointed? 

18. How many of those detailed under the present sys- 
tem have been returned to the line, prior to expiration 
of detail, and because of inaptitude for the duties of 
the position to which detailed? 

19. Compared with the permanent system, is the pres- 
ent detail system satisfactory? 

20. Under which system has the greater progress been 
made in rations, clothing. arms, equipment, plans for de- 
fense, and despatch of expeditions, reserve of arms and 
other material of war, etc.? 

21. Since the inauguration of the present detail sys- 
tem have there been such serious complaints by the 
Army as those made during the Spanish-American War? 

22. Is it desirable to train in time of peace additional 
officers for staff duty in time of war? 

23. During the Indian wars, subsequent to 1865, the 
Spanish-American War, the Philippine insurrection, the 
China Relief expedition, was staff duty with troops in 
the field performed in almost its entirety by officers de 
tailed from the line? 

24. Would line officers performing such staff duty with 
troops in the field, in time of war, be better qualified for 
the task in case they had received proper training in 
such staff departments in time of peace? 

25. Did the permanent staff system allow the prior 
training of such additional officers of the line? 

26. Does the detail system allow the prior training of 
such additional line officers? 

27. Would line officers who had received such prior 
training in staff duty endeavor to avoid staff service in 
time of. war, and seek line service? 

28. Did officers of the permanent staff seek and obtain 
service with the line during the Spanish-American War, 
Philippine insurrection and China Relief expedition, leav- 
ing their staff duties to be performed by line officers with 
little or no prior staff training? 

Would it be any more difficult to compel the line 
officers with such prior staff training to perform such 
duty in time of war than it proved to be to compel staff 
officers to continue to perform the duty of the position 
in which they had been trained for years, and which 
had been sought by them because of the increase of 
rank and emoluments that went with it, and which sys- 
tem would furnish more officers of experience in staff 
duties, for use in time of war? 

30. To secure efficiency is it necessary that the line 
and staff officers’ of the Army be in close touch with 
each other? ; 

31. When an officer was permanently separated from 
the line by appointment to a staff corps under the perma- 
nent system, did he remain in close touch with the line, 
or did he lose touch more and more with the line as time 
elapsed? 

32. What effect did such separation, with the in- 
creased rank that went with it, have on the manner in 
which he regarded the line? 

33. What is the practice of the t military powers 
of the world as to continuous service in a special staff 


corps? Do officers serve continually in a staff corps, as 


they did under our permanent staff system, or di they 
alternate such staff duty with service with the line, as 
is the case under our present detail system? 

34. Is there any case where a general officer command- 
ing a division or page has advocated in his annual 
— a return to the permanent staff system, other than 
when such general officer had been, to a greater or less 
extent, a part of such permanent staff system? 

35. Would a modification of the present detail system, 
by which service in staff departments should be alter- 
nated with service in the line in the lower grades, but 
continuous in the staff departments in the higher grades, 
be more satisfactory than the former practice under the 
permanent staff system, or than the present practice 
under the detail system? 

36. Under the present law can officers of the grade of 
lieutenant colonel and that of colonel be detailed and 
redetailed so as to serve continuously in any special 
staff department, that is open to detail, so long as such 
continuous service is found desirable? 

87. Would an extension of this availability for con- 
tinuous service, by redetail, to inclnde the grade of major, 
give a sufficient number of officers who might be called 
upon to serve continuously in any special staff depart- 
ment, so long as such continuous service might be found 
necessary or desirable? 

38. Which system would ensure greater efficiency in 
the staff: (a) to redetail majors, lieutenant colonels and 
colonels, thereby giving an opportunity to return incom- 
petent or inapt staff officers; or, (b) to appoint perma- 
nent officers of those grades, thus giving no opportunity 
to get rid of incompetent or inapt staff officers?

GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of the East, in the case of Sergt. Harry O. 
Benson, Troop H. 11th Cav., found guilty by a G.C.M. 
of disobedience of orders and absence without leave, and 
who was sentenced to dishonorable discharge, with loss 
of pay. and to confinement for three years, reviews the 
proceedings at considerable length. General Wood says: 
“The record clearly shows that the accused was placed 
in a false situation repugnant to proper military sub- 
ordination, and a situation in which any soldier would 
be liable to commit himself. The order which furnishes 
the basis of the first charge, and was indirectly respon- 
sible for the second charge, was given under unusual 
circumstances.” 

General Wood then gives some extracts from the testi- 
mony of Captain Vidmer as to the disobedience of orders 
of which the accused was found guilty, which in part 
was as follows: 

“I then told him that the commanding officer’s orders 
were for everyone to attend stables, including men on 
special duty. The next morning he alone was absent 
from stables. I sent for him and asked if he had under- 
stood the orders I gave him on the previous day. He 
said he did. I asked why he was absent. He again said 
he was on special duty. I then asked him if he under- 
stood that the orders I had given were the orders of 
the commanding officer. I then told him that for the 
disobedience he would groom three horses. This order 
was repeated later, and his answer was, ‘I will groom 
my own horse,’ and later, ‘I will not groom any other 
horse.’ ” 

The commanding officer of the troops testifies : 

“I told Lieutenant Stevenson that the accused was re- 
lieved from all troop duty and was subject to the orders 
of Lieutenant Stevenson only. I also told the Lieuten- 
ant that the accused would be required to groom his 
horse each day and that no duty would interfere with 
this grooming.” 

The Quartermaster, during his testimony, was asked: 

“Before the alleged violation of orders took place, did 
you not tell the accused that ff he obeys any orders from 
Captain Vidmer, that you would have him tried by a 
court-martial?” A.—‘I told the accused that if he 
obeyed any order from Captain Vidmer in regard to 
troop duties that interfered with the performance of 
his duties under me, I would prefer charges at once 
against the Sergeant.” 

General Wood then goes on to say: 

“The orders recited in the last paragraph were ex- 
tremely unmilitary and improper. There is no doubt 
that the orders of the commanding officer, as transmitted 
to the accused through his troop commander, were direct- 
ly opposed to the orders of the same officer transmitted 
through the Quartermaster. Leaving aside the question 
whether Captain Vidmer was not acting beyond his pow- 
ers in view of the orders of his commanding officer, in 
giving the order which Sergeant Benson did not obey. 
it appears that the order was given, according to the 
testimony of the officer himself, as a punishment, and 
that the accused was so notified. Under paragraph 961, 
A.R., a soldier has a right to accept such punishment 
or demand a trial, and a right to demand a trial must 
be made known to him. It would seem from the testi- 
mony of the troop commander that such right was not 
accorded. 

“Officers should settle their differences over their re- 
spective authorities in a proper and dignified manner, in- 
stead of issuing conflicting and contradictory orders to 
an enlisted man and placing him in a situation where 
he would have charges preferred against him for dis- 
obedience of orders, whether he’ did or did not comply 
with the orders received. 

“The department commander believes that this soldier, 
with an excellent record, if he had not been improperly 
advised, would have been more respectful and sub- 
ordinate, and would have stood by his duty, and, in case 
he felt an injustice was being done him, would have ap- 
plied for relief in a proper manner, resting assured that 
justice would be done him. 

“The court recommended the accused to the clemency 
of the reviewing authority on account of the facts of 
the case as above recited. The sentence is therefore miti- 
gated to reduction to the ranks (if the same has not al- 
ready been done pursuant to regulations), confinement 
at hard labor for five months and forfeiture of twelve 
dollars per month for the same period. The sentence as 
thus modified was approved Dec. 23. 1909, and will be 
duly executed at Fort Howard, Md.”

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THE ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The vessels of the Atlantic Fleet (Connecticut, Kansas, 
Vermont, Minnesota, New Hampshire, Nebraska, New. 
Jersey, Rhode Island, Wisconsin and Missouri) left New 
York city on Jan. 7 for Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, and 
should arrive at that place on Jan. 12 or 13. The Idaho 
and Mississippi left the Philadelphia Yard on Jan. 7 
to join the fleet off the Capes of the Delaware. The 
Louisiana, Georgia and Virginia will remain at the Nor- 
folk Yard until their repairs are completed, and then 
proceed to Guantanamo Bay. The Atlantic Fleet will 
remain at Guantanamo Bay until about May 1 and then 
return North. 

The fog was so thick in New York Harbor on Jan. 6, 
the Atlantic Fleet, which were to have sailed for Hamp- 
ton Roads at two o’clock in the afternoon, did not leave 
their moorings. The battleship Missouri lost one of her 
anchors, and with it many fathoms of chain, owing to 
the ice pressure, it is believed. 

The battleship Idaho, while on the way from the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard on Jan. 6 to join the Battle- 
ship Fleet at Sandy Hook for the cruise to Guantanamo 
for the winter maneuvers, ran aground on Pea Pack 
Shoal, just below Newcastle, Del., about. on the spot 
where the Prairie also struck when she started with a 
detachment of marines a few weeks ago for Nicaragua. 
The Idaho is commanded by Capt. H. O. Dunn, who re- 
cently relieved Capt. James M. Helm. At eleven o'clock 
at night it was reported that the battleship Idaho had 
been floated uninjured and was ready to proceed. 

While the U.S.S. Georgia was rounding Lambert’s 
Point, Va., Jan. 5, under the necessity of dodging a big 
dredge at work deepening the channel, she stuck her 
nose in the mud bottom on the edge of the channel and 
was nearly an hour in again getting afloat. Fortunately, 
the battleship was moving slowly at the time, and her 
crew was finally able to get her off the mud without 
calling for assistance. No damage was sustained, and 
the journey to the Roads was resumed. 

The Armored Cruiser Squadron has been disbanded, 
and the vessels composing it (North Carolina and Mon- 
tana) have been detached from the Atlantic Fleet and 
assigned to special service. 

The Seventh Torpedo Division of the Atlantic Fleet 
has been organized, and will consist of the Smith (flag- 
boat), Preston. Flusser, Reid and Lamson, when that 
vessel is commissioned. 

The Patuxent and Potomac have been assigned to duty 
with the Atlantic Fleet. 

Lieut. Comdr. Joseph M. Reeves, U.S.N., ordnance 
officer of the Atlantic Fleet, has been ordered before a 
board of examination for retirement for physical dis- 
ability. He failed recently to complete the fifty-mile 
walking test on account of a weak heart. 

During the recent cold wave the launches of the vessels 
of the Atlantic Fleet anchored in the Hudson River, at 
New York, had a very hard time in making their trips 
through the drifting ice, and five steam launches were 
stove in and sunk while lying at their booms. The 
launches sunk and carried away were from the Panther, 
New Jersey, Rhode Island, Minnesota and New Hamp- 
shire. The Rhode Island’s launch was sunk at the boom, 
but the officers managed to put a buoy on the painter 
before it went to the bottom. In the darkness the launch 
of the Minnesota was torn from its fastenings, carried 
down stream and sunk off Eighty-seventh street, where 
at low water the smokestack and canopy of the awning 
are visible. The New Jersey had two launches at the 
starboard and port booms cnt down. One sank imme- 
diately, but before the other sank completely lashings 
were passed under it and it was saved from going to the 
bottom. ‘The loss was estimated at about $40,000. At 
one time some 1.200 seamen from the ships were gathered 
at landings ready to go on board, as their liberty time 
was up. ‘There were no launches or other boats to bring 
them to their ships, and word was passed along the fleet 
to extend the time of liberty. Trips were made with the 
remaining launches of the fleet whenever it was possible, 
and the big 50-foot picket launch of the Connecticut 
rescued a drifting launch from the Minnesota which 
came by, pushed down stream by ice. On this launch were 
five men, its crew, who had made an effort to reach shore. 
_An enjoyable reception was held by the New York 
Yacht Club on Jan. 3 in honor of Rear Admiral Seaton 
Schroeder, T -S.N., and other officers of the Atlantic Fleet 
in port. The officers of the yacht club, assisted by the 
house committee, received the guests. A buffét supper 
was served. Among those attending, besides Rear Ad- 
miral Seaton Schroeder, were Capt. Albert L. Key, Chief 
of Staff; Lieut. R. D. White, flag lieutenant; Capt. A. 
L. Grant, of the flagship Connecticut; Rear Admiral 
Osterhaus, commanding the Second Division of the fleet; 
Rear Admiral Joseph B. Murdock, commandant of the 
New York Navy Yard; Naval Constr. W. J. Baxter, 
Comdr. W. S. Sims, of the Minnesota: Capt. GC. J. 
Badger, of the Kansas; Capt. F. F. Fletcher, of the 
Vermont ; Capt. T. S. Rodgers, of the New Hampshire: 
Capt. J. T. Newton, of the Nebraska; Capt. De Witt 
Coffman, of the New Jersey: Capt. T. D. Griffin, of the 
Rhode Island; Capt. R. M. Doyle, of the Missouri; Capt.

NAVY NOTES. 

The present Third Squadron of the U.S. Pacific Fleet 
will hereafter be known as the U.S. Asiatic Fleet, and 
the commander thereof will be designated as a commander- 
in-chief. The U.S. Pacific Fleet will consist of the present 
First and Second Divisions. The present Third Division 
of the Pacific Fleet (Milwaukee and St. Louis) has been 
detached and the vessels will continue in reserve. The 
smaller vessels on duty in Central American waters will 
not be considered as attached to either fleet. 

Upon the arrival of the Pacific Fleet at Honolulu, 
about Feb. J, the commander-in-chief will shift his flag 
from the Tennessee to either the California or South 
Dakota. The ‘Tennessee and Washington will then pro- 
ceed direct from Honolulu to the navy yard at Puget 
Sound, Wash. 

Orders were issued Jan. 5 for the board appointed to 
consider the subject of the woven wire masts to report 
more fully. It is understood that following the work of 
this special board, which will work out a complete résume 
of the whole matter of fire control, another special board 
will be named to make recommendations as to the precise 
type of mast to be hereafter installed on the ships of 
the Navy. 

The Secretary of the Navy has approved the allotment 
of $6,000 for the construction on the Island of Guam of 
a small hospital for the use of the Navy. -It is to take 
the place of the old hosp'tal that was shaken down by 





the earthquake of two years ago. It will be large enough 
to accommodate the officers and enlisted men stationed 
on the island, and will afford accommodations in emer- 
guaey, and for dispensary treatment of the people of the 
island. 

An ammonia compression ice and refrigerating plant 
is to be installed at the naval station at Olongapo. The 
capacity decided on is 10,000 pounds every twenty-four 
hours, and eight hundred cubic feet of cold storage ca- 
pacity at a constant temperature of 20 degrees Fahren- 
heit, 2,000 tubic feet at 28 degrees, 1,500 feet of ice 
storage at 28 degrees, and five hundred feet of ante- 
rooms at a constant temperature of 45 degrees, are re- 
quired. The work is to be completed within the next 
six months. 


The New Orleans, now at Mare Island, has been 
ordered to proceed via Honolulu, Guam and Yokohama 
to the Asiatic Station. 

G.O. 45, Navy Department, states the yards to which 
the vessels are assigned for docking. The South Carolina 
is assigned to New York, Utah to Philadelphia, North 
Dakota to Boston, Delaware to Norfolk. G.O. 46 and 
35, Navy Department, gives the organization of torpedo 
vessels and submarines. 

Bids will be opened at the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
on Jan. 29 for the construction of an additional railroad 
track around drydock No. 2 at the Boston yard. This 
track is to form a standard gauge track with the exist- 
ing crane rail. 

The process of weeding out from the Naval Academy 
of undesirable material is going on steadily, and de- 
cisions have been made in the cases of four midshipmen 
in the fourth and third classes. They will be dropped 
from the rolls as lacking in capacity, their demerits 
having multiplied beyond the limit of tolerance. 

President 'Taft is heartily in favor of the plan to raise 
the old battleship Maine from the bottom of Havana 
Harbor and suitably bury any bodies of the sailors who 
went down with the ship that may be recovered. The 
President has informed Representative Loud, of Michigan, 
that he desired to see the latter’s bill, appropriating 
money for the purpose, enacted into law, and that he 
stood ready to offer any sort of support to the propcsi- 
tion that could be suggested. Mr. Loud will push the 
measure in the House. 

Preliminary reports to the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair of the condition of the Nero, now in the New 
York drydock, indicate that the cost of repairing the 
vessel will considerably exceed the twenty per cent. limit, 
and that a special appropriation to cover the bill for 
salvage and repairs will be necessary this session of 
Congress. Arbuckle’s bill for getting the Nero up and 
off the rocks and towing her to New York has not yet 
come to the Navy Department, but is expected soon. 
Until it is received no complete estimate of the cost of 
putting the ship in order can be made. The photographs 
of the bottom of the Nero show a crack twelve feet long 
and two feet wide on the starboard side, under the boiler 
and engine room. ‘The sternpost also appears bent 
squarely up on the port side for a distance of about five 
feet. It is believed that by thermit welding this break 
can be repaired and that a new post will not be required. 
‘There was no contract with Arbuckle for getting the 
Nero up, but an agreement was made mainly on_ the 
basis of his own proposals by which he will be paid an 
— not in excess of the lowest prices paid for such 
work. 
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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Major Gen. F. D. Grant has asked to be given the 
command of the Department of the East, and when 
General Wood relieves General Bell as Chief of Staff 
General Grant will return to his old command. It is 
accepted as a settled arrangement that General Bell is 
to be assigned in due time to command of the Division 
of the Philippines, reaching Manila in time to celebrate 
his arrival there twelve years ago in the 8th Army Corps. 

Following the recent promotion of Col. Walter Howe, 
C.A.C., to be a brigadier general, the command of the 
Artillery District of the Southern District of New York, 
with station at Fort Hancock, succeeded to Col. Clarence 
Deems, the ranking officer stationed at that post. By 
orders issued Jan. 4 that officer is relieved at Fort Han- 
cock and ordered to the Presidio of San Francisco, and 
Col. John V. White is placed in command at Fort 
Hancock. This action is in line with the action a year 
ago, when Colonel Deems was ordered to Fort Hancock. 
As Colonel White is the junior of Colonel Deems, it 
became necessary to transfer the latter officer to the 
Presidio of San Francisco, where Col. J. A. Lundeen, 
C.A.C., is in command. Lieut. Col. Samuel E. Warren, 
in command at Fort Warren, has been ordered to com- 
mand of the Artillery District of Pensacola, with station 
at Fort Barrancas, and Lieut. Col. Warren P. Newcomb, 
now in command at Barrancas, has been given command 
of the District of Portland, Me., with station at Fort 
Williams. 

The Army transport Logan left Guam for Manila Dec. 
29. The Sherman left Honolulu Jan. 4 for San Fran- 
cisco. 

It was discovered recently that, owing to a temporary 
belief some years ago that sergeants of Artillery were 
desired for appointment as ordnance sergeants applica- 
tions from other arms of the Service had been passed 
by, and on that account worthy applicants had under- 
gone an undoubted hardship. It is understood that a 
correction of the matter is in progress as rapidly as 
this may be accomplished. 

The War Department expects soon to be able to an- 
nounce the successful candidates for appointment as 
second lieutenants in the Army authorized to be nominated 
by ten distinguished institutions from civil life. Of the 
ten institutions, three failed to designate any candidates, 
and from the seven remaining colleges the. candidates of 
three were disqualified, one because he failed to appear 
for examination, another because he was under age, and 
a third because he was suffering from a temporary 
physical disability, from which it was believed he would 
shortly recover. As soon as this candidate is re-examined 
and the report of the board is known to the War Depart- 
ment, which it is expected will occur very soon, the 
names of the successful honor graduates will be announced 
and they will be duly commissioned. 

Senator Gallinger, chairman of the Senate District 
Committee, bas introduced a_ bill providing for the ap- 
pointment by the President of two cadets at West Point 
for the District of Columbia. The argument for this 
measure is that the District has a population large 
enough to entitle it to two cadets. 

The -G.C.M. for the trial of Major Edward N. Jones, 
jr., 17th U.S. Inf., on duty at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 
began at that place on Dec. 27, on charges of neglect of 
duty, condyct prejudicial to good order and military

discipline in violation of the 62d Article of War. Col. 
F. K. Ward was president of the court, and Capt. W. 
T. Johnson, 15th Cav., judge advocate. Capt. O. L. 
Spaulding, 5th Art., appeared as counsel for Major Jones. 
The specifications alleged that Major Jones neglected to 
acknowledge and answer official letters and communica- 
tions covering a period of nearly two years; that Major 
Jones refused to answer three letters while a captain in 
the 11th Infantry regarding the loss of two pairs of shoes 
valued at $4.66, for which Packer McCaferty was held 
responsible. He was also charged with neglecting to 
answer communications and to furnish receipts for sub- 
sistence supplies and to return vouchers for ordnance sent 
to his command. It was also alleged that he would not 
answer letters unless he were threatened with complaint 
to the Adjutant General of the Army. Major Jones, 
through his counsel, pleaded guilty to the allegations in 
five specifications and not guilty to the other eight. Major 
Jones, in his defense, said that he had not wilfully neg- 
lected to, answer the letters, but that several of them had 
been received while he was absent from his post, Fort 
D. A. Russell, on leave, and that he had misplaced others 
and forgot to answer them. The proceedings have been 
forwarded to Washington. 

_In the case of a soldier who absented himself from 
his command at Sandoval Lake, N.M., last October, while 
on a practice march, and for the purpose of avoiding the 
march, the summary court imposed as a punishment a 
fine of $20 and the payment by way of reimbursement to 
the United States of the sum of $50, the amount which 
was paid the civil authorities as a reward for arresting 
him as a deserter. The Judge Advocate General, in 
reviewing the findings, states that the fine is within the 
law as to limits of punishment, but there is no authority 
for requiring the man to reimburse the Government for 
the .reward paid for his apprehension by the civil 
authorities. 

The discontent shown by some of the enlisted men 
of the 131st Co., Coast Art., at Fort H. G. Wright, 
where there are three companies under the command of 
Lieut.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


In the «retirement of Col. William S. Patten, Q.M. 
Dept., U.S.A., to take effect on April 13, 1910, upon his 
own application, after more than thirty-four years’ 
service, the active list of the Army will suffer a distinct 
loss. He has a record of untiring energy and ability, 
coupled with a thorough knowledge of the Service and the 
highest administrative qualities and sound judgment. He 
was born in New York April 13, 1852, and entered the 
Army Oct. 15, 1875, as a second lieutenant, 18th In- 
fantry. He was appointed captain and A.Q.M. Sept. 12, 
1883; promoted major and Q.M. Sept. 22, 1896; colonel 
and Q.M. of Volunteers, July 12, 1898; lieutenant 
colonel and Deputy Q.M.G., Feb. 2, 1901, and colonel and 
A.Q.M.G., Aug. 17, 1903. During the war with Spain 
the services of Colonel Patten, under Quartermaster 
General Ludington, in supplying the troops with clothing 
and equipage were invaluable, demanding the most exact- 
ing application, regardless of hours. In equipping the 
U.S. Volunteer regiments for the Philippine service 
Colonel Patten also performed an enormous amount of 
labor, the troops departing thoroughly equipped, and 
thereby fitted to stand the hardships of foreign 
service. 'The commission which investigated the conduct 
of the War Department during the war with Spain gave 
praise to Colonel Patten for his administration of the 
clothing and equipage division of the Q.M.G. office. His 
services in the Philippines and as Chief Q.M., Depart- 
ment of California, were also most highly commended, 
and his administration of his office in the Philippines 
resulted in the saving, it was estimated, of about half a 
million of gold per year. Among those who have given 
the highest official praise to Colonel Patten for his 
integrity and ability are the late Secretaries of War 
Russell A. Alger and Elihu Root, Gen. Leonard Wood, 
M. I. Ludington, Arthur Murray, Frederick Funston, A. 
McD. McCook, Arthur MacArthur and S8. S. Sumner, 
U.S.A., and Gen. G. M. Dodge, U.S.V. Colonel Patten 
will be granted leave from Jan. 15 until the date of his 
retirement. ’ 

Rear Admiral William W. Kimball, U.S.N., retires for 
age on Jan. 9, 1910, and it is the first retirement this 
vear on account of the age limit. He is a native of 
Maine and a graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy, class 
of 1869. His first service after graduation was on the 
Sabine on a special cruise during 1869-70. He was next 
assigned to torpedo instruction, and then served on the 
Shawmut, of the North Atlantic Fleet; was on duty with 
an experimental battery, and on the torpedoboats Alarm 
and Intrenid. He served on the Alert on the Asiatic 
Station, 1875-79, then on special ordnance duty, 1879-82 ; 
on the Tennessee, of the North Atlantic Station, 1882-86; 
in the Bureau of Ordnance, 1886-90. He subsequently 
served on the Monongahela, the San Francisco and the 
Detroit, and in the Office of Naval Intelligence. He 
was in command of the Atlantic Torpedoboat Flotilla, 
1897-98, and of the Cesar, Supply and Vixen during 
1898-99. He was on ordnance duty at Norfolk, Va.. 
1899-1900: at the navy yard, Washington, 1900-01, and 
was assigned to duty at the Naval War College, Sept. 1, 
1901. He was iater in command of the Abarenda, Alert. 
and in 1904 was assigned to duty as inspector in charge 
of the Sth T.ighthouse District, and was next on duty as 
a member of the naval examining and retiring boards, 
Washington, D.C., and in the spring of 1906 was assigned 
to command the battleship New Jersey, and in October, 
1907, he was again assigned to duty as a_member of 
the naval examining and retiring board in Washington. 
Rear Admiral Kimball was selected as commander of the 
expeditionary force recently despatched to the Isthmus 
of Panama, during the Nicaraguan troubles. During the 
trouble on the Isthmus of Panama some years ago, when 
the United States Government occupied that territory for 
a short time. Rear Admiral Kimball, then a lieutenant, 
distinguished himself by taking command of an armored 
train and keeping the railway line open in spite of dis- 
orders. Capt. Charles E. Vreeland becomes rear admiral 
by the retirement of Kimball. 

Four officers of the Medical Corps, U.S.A., have been 
retired from Jan. 1, 1910, with advanced rank, after 
being found disqualified for their duties by reason of dis- 
ability incident to the Service. They are Majors Ogden 
Rafferty. Paul Shillock and Rohert J. Gibson, retired as 
lieutenant colonels. and Capt. Charles W. Farr, retired 
as major.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral William T. Burwell, U.S.N., retired, died 
at a hotel at Liandudno, Wales, Jan. 4, 1910. After 
touring the Continent, he and his wife went to Wales 
for the Christmas season. He was taken suddenly ill 
Jast week, and grew steadily worse. The Admiral and 
his wife had intended to start for the United States Jan. 
5. Rear Admiral Burwell was a native of Mississippi 
and a graduate of the Naval Academy, class of 1866. His 
first sea duty was on the Asiatic Station from 1867-71, 
and he was subsequently, among other duties, on the 
Worcester, flagship of the North Atlantic Fleet, and also 
on the Hartford, of the same command, from 1872-76. 
He was on special duty at New York in 1877; on the 
Trenton, of the European Station, 1877-81; at the Naval 
Academy, 1881-85, and was in command of the Juniata 
during her cruise on the Asiatic Station. He was in 
command of the Pinta, on duty in Alaskan waters, 
February, 1898, to November, 1894, and was equipment 
officer at the Norfolk Navy Yard from November, 1894, 
to December, 1895. He was in command of the Dolphin 
from December, 1895, to June, 1896: was lighthouse 
inspector, 16th District, June 14, 1896, to February, 
1898, and was in command of the Wheeling from May, 
1898. to May, 1900. From 1900 to 1902 he was com- 
mandant of the Puget Sound Navy Yard, and during the 
two years following he was commanding officer of the 
Oregon. In September, 1905, he was again commandant 
of the navy yard at Bremerton. He was placed on the 
retired list on account of age July 19, 1908. 

Mr. Asher W. Ely, son of Mr. B. H. Ely, of Iowa City, 
Iowa, brother of Major H. E. Ely, Philippine Scouts, 
and of Lieut. E. J. Ely, 5th U.S. Cav., died suddenly 
of heart disease at his residence, 528 West 112th street, 
New York city, on Jan. 1.

In an official order dated Fort Riley, Kas., Dec. 13, 
1909, Licut. Col. John F. Guilfoyle, 7th U.S. Cav., an- 
nounces with the deepest regret the death of 2d Lieut. 
Winn Blair, 7th Cav., at the Army and Navy General 
Hospital, Hot Springs, Ark., at 10:30 am., Dec. 12, 
1909, which we have heretofore noted. Colonel Guilfoyle 
says: “This young officer joined the regiment Oct. 
1904, having graduated from the Military Academy in 
June of the same year. The exigencies of the Service 
eaused his attachment and service with four troops of the 
regiment, in each of which faithful performance of duty, 
loyalty of his commanding officers and consideration of 
those under him were characteristic. He served as 
squadron quartermaster and commissary of the 3d 
Squadron from May 18, 1907, to June 23, 1909, and on 
more than one occasion was selected to act as regimental 
quartermaster in the field, to the eminent satisfaction of 
the regimental commander. He represented the regiment 
in the Pistol Competitions in 1906 and 1909, each time 
winning a place on the team. He entered the Mounted 
Service School in 1907, and completed the course with 
such credit that he was detailed, upon application by the 
school, to take a post graduate course. To his proficiency 
as a horseman was due the accident that brought about 
his untimely end, as he suffered a fracture of his leg 
while training a horse for the International Horse Show. 
at Madison Square, New York, and during an operation 
that subsequently became necessary he died from heart 
failure while under an anesthetic. In all the manifold 
duties that fall to a subaltern serving with his regiment, 
Lieutenant Blair gave evidence of a high order of mili- 
tary and executive ability. As a man. he was of a 
singularly lovable character, endearing himself both to 
his associates and those under his command. The entire 
regiment mourns with his bereaved family, and regrets 
that the Army must be devrived of the services of so 
promising a young officer. Winn Blair will always be a 
cherished memory in the 7th Cavalry.” Chaplain Andrew 
C. Murphy held a short memorial service in the post 
chapel Sunday, Dec. 19. 1909, in memory of Lieutenant 
Blair. which was largely attended by officers and their 
families and enlisted men.

W. Reeves and Midshipman J. W. Reeves, U.S.N., died 
on Dec. 23, 1909. 

Capt. Howard Alden Reed, Med. Corps. U.S.A., retired, 
died at Milford, Pa.. Jan. 2, 1910. He was born in 
Pennsylvania Sept. 16, 1875. and entered the Army as 
a private in Rattery A, 2d Artillery, Aug. 6, 1898. He 
was appointed an assistant surgeon June 20, 1906, and 
was graduated from the Army Medical School the same 
year. He was retired with the rank of captain for dis- 
ability incident to the Service in 1909. 

Mr. William M. Lacy, father of Lieut. Lindsay H. 
Lacy. U.S.N.. died at New Orleans, La., Dec. 29, 1909. 

Adjutant General Stewart. of Pennsylvania, in an- 
nouncing the death of Major Gen. John A. Wiley, retired, 
on Dec. 28, 1909, after giving the record of the deceased, 
says: “For almost half a century he devoted himself to 
the life and duties of a soldier, always faithful, earnest. 
competent. In subordinate postion, obedient: as a 
leader, he inspired with enthusiesza those whom he com- 
manded, and enjoyed the confidence of his superior 
officers. In civil life, by exemplary conduct, manly 
virtues and signal ability, he commanded the respect and 
admiration of his friends and neighbors, all of whom were 
pleased to do him honor and pay tribute to him as a man 
and soldier. His was a life of usefulness, lived in up- 
rightress and patriotism. and he has given an example 
of patriotic citizenship that reflects honor wpon the 
Commonwealth he served so freely and so well.” 

Brevet Major Gen. D. H. Rucker, Brigadier General, 
U.S.A., retired, who was dangerously ill at his residence, 
1824 Jefferson place, N.W. Washington, D.O,, for more 
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ek, died on Jan. 6, 1909. He was the oldest 
i = Army, and was born in the little town of 
Pelleville. N.J., April 28, 1812, Fight years later he 
was taken by his parents to Grosse Isle, Mich., near 
Detroit, where he went to school. Oct. 13, 1837, he was 
appointed second lieutenant of the Ist U.S. Dragoons, 
and reached the rank of captain in that organization 
Feb. 7, 1847. He served against the Indians in the West 
and Southwest, and in the Mexican and Civil Wars. 
He commanded a squadron of Cavalry at the battle of 
Buena Vista, Mexico, and was breveted a major for gal- 
lant and meritorious services in that engagement. He 
was transferred to the Q.M.D. of the Army Aug. 23, 
1849, and was made major and Q.M. Aug. 8, 1861. In 
September; 1861, he was appointed colonel and A.D.C. of 
Volunteers, and was appointed brigadier general of 
United States Volunteers May 28, 1863. He was breveted 
major general of Volunteers for faithful and meritorious 
cervices during the Civil] War. In 1882 he was made 
Quartermaster General with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral. In the same year, after having given forty years 
of his life to the Army of his country, and being more 
than sixty-two years old, General Rucker, at his own 
request, was transferred to the retired list. Since then 
he made his home at 1824 Jefferson place, in Washington. 
Kit Carson, the great Indian scout, was with General 
Rucker on one of his expeditions against the Indians. 
In fact, the scout and the soldier shared the same tent, 
and the stories of Carson which the General stored up 
for future recital were full of the interest of frontier 
warfare in the early days. In all the years of his active 
service his name, it is said, did not appear once _on the 
sick report. While still a young man General Rucker, 
serving on the Western frontier, married Miss Flora 
Coodey, who was a halfblood Cherokee Indian, her father 
being a wealthy ranch owner. Four children were born 
of the union, three sons and one daughter. All the boys 
died at an early age, but the daughter is still living. His 
first wife died, and Captain Rucker, as he was then, took 
a second wife. who was Miss Jane Curtis, in 1850. One 
of the daughters of this marriage made him the father- 
in-law of Gen. Philip H. Sheridan. General Rucker 
celebrated his ninety-seventh birthday in April of last 
vear. But it did not seem to him that that fact gave 
any excuse for the action of a certain insurance company 
in subsequently sending an agent to his house to make 
a money settlement for his death. Greatly irritated by 
this summarv notice of his own demise, he walked down- 
town the following morning and dropped in at the office 
of the company. The president and other officials were 
very apologetic, and did their utmost to appease him. 

Mrs. Flora Adams Darling, founder of the Society of 
the Daughters of the Revolution and the United States 
Daughters, 1812, died suddenly Jan. 6, 1910, of apoplexy, 
at the home of her brother. John Quincey Adams, at 153 
West 117th street, New York city. She was_ seventy 
vears old. She was a daughter of Harvey and Nancy 
Pustin Adams and the widow of Gen. Edward Irving 
Darling. of the Southern Confederacy, who was killed in 
the Civil War. 

Col. John Byrne, father of Cadet Eugene A. Byrne, of 
West Point, who was killed in a football game_last 
October, died at Buffalo, N.Y., Dee. 30, 1909. It is 
believed that the shock of his son’s death brought on the 
stroke of apoplexy. He was a veteran of the Civil War. 
and had also served as Buffalo’s first superintendent of 
police. Colonel Byrne leaves a wife and five children. A 
son, Louis T. Byrne, is now a student at the National 
Preparatory School at Highland Falls, N.Y., preparing 
for a cadetship at the 0.S.M.A. The funeral of Col. 
John Byrne was held in St. Joseph’s Cathedral, Buffalo, 
Jan. 3. The interment was in the Military Cemetery at 
West Point, where Colonel Byrne’s son was buried. 


Funeral services for Gen. Ezra A. Carman, U.S.V., 
were held at the family residence in Washington. D.C., 
Dec. 28. 1909. Interment was made in the Arlington 
National Cemetery, with the usual religious and military 
ceremonies. The honorary pallbearers were Gen. George 
B. Davis, U.S.A.. Gen. Frank G. Smith, U.S.A., Col. 
John Tweedale, U.S.A., Justice Job Barnard, John Joy 
Edson and Montgomery Cumming. The active pallbearers 
were Richard B. Randolph, Dr. Edwin R. Dodge, Dr. 
Gustavus A. Werber and James Henry Smith. 

Mrs. Buchsbaum, wife of Lieut. Maurice Buchshaum, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., died Nov. 25, 1909, at Fort Mills, 
Corregidor, P.I. 

Col. George Earl Church, who died Jan. 5 in London, 
where he has resided for some thirty years, was distin- 
guished as a civil engineer, as a soldier and as one of 
the best informed authorities on the subject of the 
geography, ethnology and history of the South American 
continent, in which he had conducted extensive explora- 
tions. Previous to the Civil War, Colonel Church was 
resident engineer of the Hoosac Tunnel. During the war he 
was lieutenant colonel, colonel and brigade commander, U.S. 
Volunteers. serving in Mexico after the war on the staff 
of Juarez in the last two campaigns against Maximilian. 
He was a member of the Geographical, Savage and Rane- 
lagh clubs, of London; the Military Order. Loval Legion, 
Army and Navy and Century clubs, of New York. He 
published various papers and articles on historical and 
geographical subjects, and for a time. after his service 
in Mexico. was connected with the New York Herald. 
He was a vice president of the Royal Geographical 
Society and a member of the Council of the Hakluvt 
Society, F.R.H.S. His library on South American sub- 
jects was one of the most complete in existence. Colonel 
Church was a native of Massachusetts, a descendant of 
an old colonial family, and was a distant kinsman of the 
Messrs. Church. of the ArMy AND Navy JouRNAL. He 
was born Dec. 7, 1835, at New Bedford, Mass. 

Miss Eva Butler. sister of Mrs. Robert Whitfield, wife 
of Lient. Robert Whitfield, U.S.A., died in Denver, Colo., 
Dec. 28, 1909, after a long illness. Mrs. Whitfield re- 
turned to this country in September, after having spent a 
year in Alaska with her husband.

When a mounted officer of the line is ordered to duty be- 
yond the seas or to make a change of station in the United 
States, in which the cost of transportation for the private 
horses which he is required to keep exceeds $100 for each 
horse, including the cost of attendant, if any, the Quarter- 
master’s Department may, upon the request of such officer, 
purchase such private horse or horses as he may not desire to 
take with him upon the following conditions: An officer 
desiring to dispose of his horse will request the necessary 
authority from the department commander, who will convene 
a board to be composed of not less than three commissioned 
officers to examine the animal with a view to determining its 
fitness for service or for sale to an officer, and if it be found 
serviceable, to appraise its value; the price found by the board 
shall not exceed the average contract price for Cavalry horses 
during the fiscal year preceding the appraisal. From the 
value so ascertained there will be deducted, in order to deter- 
mine the amount to be paid, one-seventh of such average con- 
tract price for each year, or major fraction of a year, which 
may have elapsed since the date of purchase of the horse by 
said officer. The proceedings of the board, when approved by 
the department commander, will be returned to the applicant 
and will authorize the payment of the appraisal price upon 
the delivery of the animal to an officer of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, who will be designated by the department com- 
mander to receive it. The purchase of a horse made under 
the authority conferred herein will be reported to the Quar- 
termaster General by the chief quartermaster of the depart- 
mnt in which the purchase is made. . 

An officer desiring to dispose of his horse will file with his 
letter of application his certificate showing the date that the 
animal was purchased by him.

Specification 3 alleged that Lieutenant Huston did, in dis- 
regard of camp instructions, regarding quiet and order in 
camp after taps, indulge in and encourage loud laughing and 
talking in his tent between the hours of taps, 10:00 o’clock 
p.m., and 11:30 p.m., at Salem, N.Y., on Oct. 14, 1909. 

Specification 4 alleged that Lieutenant Huston, having, in 
consequence of camp instructions regarding quiet and order 
in camp after taps, been ordered by his squadron commander, 
Major George H. Sands, 10th Cav., to cease his noise, did, 
nevertheless, in a short time after having received said order, 
raise his voice in noisy and profane language at Salem, N.Y. 
between the hours of 1:00 and 2:00 a.m., on Oct. 15, 1909. 
* Charge II.—‘‘Drunkenness on duty, in violation of the 38th 
Article of War.’’ 

The specification alleged that Lieutenant Huston, while on 
detached service with his squadron and in command of Troop 
E, 10th Cav., and while giving certain instructions to an en- 
listed man of his troop, was found drunk at Salem, N.Y., be- 
tween the hours of 1:00 and 2:00 a.m., on Oct. 15, 1909. 

The accused pleaded not guilty to all the specifications and 
charges. 

Findings——Of the 1st and 2d Specifications, 1st Charge, 
guilty; of the 3d Specification, 1st Charge, not guilty; of the 
4th Specification, 1st Charge, guilty, and of the 1st Charge, 
guilty; of the Specification, 2d Charge, guilty; of the 2d 
Charge, not guilty, but guilty of conduct to the prejudice 
of good order and military discipline, in violation of the 62d 
Article of War. 

Sentence.—‘‘To be reprimanded by the reviewing authority 
and to be reduced fifty files in lineal rank.’’ 

General Wood, in reviewing the proceedings, says: ‘‘In the 
foregoing case of 1st Lieut. James Huston, 10th Cav., while 
the department commander would have approved a finding of 
guilty under Charge II., he recognizes the difficulties which 
the various decisions on such questions have caused. Person- 
ally he believes that the findings should be in accord with 
the strict language of the article, and where the mandatory 
sentence is excessive for the particular state of facts, for the 
court to then recommend clemency, fully setting forth their 
opinions and reasons therefor. The sentence is approved and 
will be duly executed. The reviewing authority trusts that 
this trial and its result will convince Lieutenant Huston that 
his habits will not receive lenient treatment in the future, and 
that whether his future service is to be creditable or discredit- 
able depends entirely upon himself and his self-control.’’

was used as consistently as could be done throughout the 
publication. Of particular interest are the subjects 
treated in the latter part of the book, beginning with 
“Marches,” on page 147, and including “Patrols,” ‘“Ad- 
vance and Rear Guards” and “Outposts.” This book 
will be found of great service to privates of the Organized 
Militia, and also as a text-book for the cadets in the 
various military schools. 
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The recent trials of wireless equipment on the scout 
cruisers Salem and Birmingham preliminary to the in- 
stallation of the latest instrumentation to be devised, and 
in connection with a tower 1,000 feet high in the vicinity 
of Washington, D.C., was not entirely a success, nor was 
it a failure. The two vessels took station at sea 1,000 
miles apart, and the nearer one to the Atlantic coast 
1,000 miles from Brant Rock, where the new instruments 
have been made and are being tested. Communication 
was established, but there were frequent breaks, and. 
owing to the rough weather, not only the wireless 
operators, but others on board were so seasick that it 
was impracticable to do anything like satisfactory work. 
Further tests will be made this winter, when one vessei 
will be stationed 1,000 miles off from the South American 
coast and the other near Trinidad. Later, another test 
is to be made with one vessel on the coast of Africa and 
the other 2,000 miles out from the Atlantic coast, as we 
have previously noted. 
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It is proposed to establish four inspection districts for 
the Marine Corps, one to include everything from Ports- 
mouth to Philadelphia, inclusive, headquarters either at 
New York or Philadelphia; one from Norfolk south to 
New Orleans, headquarters at Norfolk; one at San 
Francisco, for the Pacific coast and Pearl Harbor; the 
fourth at Manila, for the Asiatic Station. There are 
now six adjutants inspectors of the Marine Corps. Two 
will remain on duty at headquarters in Washington, and 
four will take station at the headquarters of the respec- 
tive inspection districts.

PROSPECTS OF SERVICE LEGISLATION. 

The Services are noting with absorbing interest every 
indication of the probable action of Congress on the 
various bills before it affecting their interests, but the 
work of the several committees is not yet sufficiently 
advanced to determine what measures are likely to be 
reported upon favorably. The measures receiving the 
approval of the President are naturally those most likely 
to secure the favor of Congress, for, if less spectacular 
in his methods than his predecessor, and less aggressive 
in his expressions of opinion, President Taft is not less 
influential with Congress, and the indications thus far 
are that the White House and the Capitol are to work 
together in harmony. The condition of the public treasury 
is such that economy is imperative, if the appropriations 
are to be kept within the limitations of revenue, and 
this is not a favorable indication for bills involving any 
immediate expenditure. The ‘Treasury deficit seems to 
be jessening, however, and the promises of future increase 
in revenue are so hopeful that Congress may be found 
disposed to greater liberality as the session progresses. 
The hostility to expenditures for military preparation is 
so active that the liberality may show itself in other 
forms of Jegislation than in the approval of such measures 
for the improvement of the Army and Navy as draw 
heavily upon the public treasury. 

The President, in his message, declared in favor of a 
suspension for one year of “all progress in military 
matters,” but precisely what this means from the point 
of view of the White House is not altogether clear. The 
Army eliminaticn bill, which has received Presidential 
approval, does not appear to be subject to the condemna- 
tion of economy, and we may expect to find a vigorous 
effort made to secure its passage, but the difficulty of 
adopting any method of elimination which will secure 
fair treatment and impartial justice for all constitutes 
an argument against the bill which will undoubtedly be 
used with effect in Congress. Nor is it easy to see how 
the argument of economy, which jeopardizes the bill for 
an increase of officers so imperatively needed, is to be 
met by an increase in the number of idle officers drawing 
pay. The bill to increase the number of officers of the 
Army to provide for necessary details does not appear 
to meet with favor, though there are various bills before 
the committees which make further details imperative, 
such as H.R. 4320, to detail Army officers as road in- 
spectors, which is an excellent measure, no doubt, if 
Congress could be depended upon to accept the evident 
iogic of its passage and provide the officers for this addi- 
tional duty, as well as for the increasing demands of the 
Organized Militia for inspection and instruction service 
on the part of the Regular Army. Unfortunately, the 
disposition of Congress, encouraged by administration 
approval of certain measures, is to make itself as in- 
dependent as possible of educated soldiers and give 
increased importance to the Militia and Volunteers. 

The bill to increase the Engineer Corps of the Army 
encounters the antagonism of organizations of civil 
engineers, who wish to get under their own control the 
civil work of the Army corps, under the provisions of 
H.R. 10029. The success of the Army Engineers in the 
administration of the affairs of the Panama Canal, as 
well as the signal ability they have shown in other direc- 
tions, has been in such favorable contrast to the adminis- 
trative work of the civil engineers that the opposition to 
the military specialists is not likely to be very effective. 
Other bills concerning the Army which should un- 
doubtedly be considered favorably are the bill to increase 
the number of cadets at the Military Academy, to increase 
the efficiency of the Signal Corps and to organize a 
Service Corps for the Army. There is a strong sentiment 
in favor of retiring enlisted men after a service of 
twenty-five years, instead of, as at present, after thirty 
years, and the dentists of the Army are urging the 
expediency of organizing them into a Dental Corps, so as 
to give them an established position in the military Es- 














tablishment, while in the Navy, where not even a contract . 


dental surgeon is employed, appointment of dental 
surgeons is urged. 

As to the Navy, attention seems at present to be con- 
centrated upon Secretary Meyer’s plans for reorganizing 
his Department. The Naval Committee of the House, 
which has held several meetings during the holiday recess 
to continue work on the Navy Appropriation bill, is still 
devoting much time to the reorganization plan. Several 
members of the committee express decided misgivings as 
to the working value of the scheme, and are disposed 
to yield as little as possible to the new order of things. 
Others recognize the fact that an earnest effort has been 
made by the Secretary to provide some solution for the 
problems that confronted him in the Department when 
he entered it. 'They accept what he has done in good 
faith, and think that if the right men can be selected 
for his aids, and the proper organization adopted, the 
whole system may be made satisfactory... Their idea is 
to have each aid consult with the bureau chiefs whose 
jurisdiction overlaps his own, and, after a full exchange 
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of opinion, determine questions requiring a decision and 
then report to the Secretary. Thus responsibility is 


plainly fixed on the aid and on the Secretary before . 


Congress and the country. The new system as it is 
already working involves more of the ordinary and un- 
avoidable red tape of routine work, and some consequent 
delay. This can be endured, however, if there are com- 
pensating advantages. Of course, it has been seen from 
the first that places are to be provided in the Department 
and in the various navy yards for a large number of line 
officers. With a view to an intelligent consideration of 
the legislation required to perfect the plans of the 
Secretary, the committee, when he was before them, asked 
him to transmit to them the reports of the Sperry and 
Swift boards. This the Secretary did not do. A second 
request has been made, but thus far Mr. Meyer has 
seemed to hold that the publivation of these documents 
would be incompatible with the best interest of the public 
service, and only extracts from the reports have appeared 
in the report of the hearings before the committee. 

The bill to revive the grade of vice admiral should be 
promptly passed, and that to give retired Navy officers 
placed on active duty full pay. There are several bills 
concerning the Naval Academy, the most necessary of 
which is that to commission midshipmen as ensigns upon 
graduation. The assistant paymasters ask for promotion 
after a service of three years, and the Hospital Corps 
of the Navy requires reorganization as provided by S. 
1017 and H.R. 6184. Among minor bills that should 
receive prompt consideration is H.R. 128, to provide dis- 
charged naval prisoners suitable clothing and pocket 
money on discharge. ; 

We have heretofore given full information about the 
Service bills before Congress, and shall note their progress 
from week to week. This article is intended only as a 
genera: reference to some of them without attempting to 
be exhaustive. We are always glad to have our readers 
call attention to the arguments for or against particular 
bills.

QUIZZING SECRETARY MEYER. 


The Secretary of the Navy was called before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs Dec. 16 to explain his 
scheme of reorganization, which has already been fully 
set forth in our columns. He presented estimates in 
three parallel columns showing the present estimates and 
the estimates as they would be if the Bureau of Equip 
ment was or was not abolished. He explained that his 
purpose was to put under each bureau the work for 
which it is especially qualified by the experience, educa- 
tion and technical knowledge of its chief or the depart- 
ment to which the work belongs. In the previous 
distribution of bureaus many departures from this 
logical system are to be observed. The Bureau of 
Equipment stands for nothing, and when its work was 
distributed according to the new system it became a fifth 
wheel to the coach. Its continuance will involve a 
wasteful duplication of work. Mr. Meyer said: 

“T want to call the committee’s attention—I made no 
fuss about it and kept it out of the papers because I did 
not want to call attention to it—to the fact that certain 
clerks and large appropriations were taken bodily from 
the Bureau of Equipment and assigned to the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts. That was contrary to the law. 

“Mr. Roberts—That was done by a predecessor of 
yours?” 

Mr. Loud suggested that “power” or “machinery” 
would be a more descriptive title of the Bureau of Steam 
ingineering, believing that in time steam would be done 
away with entirely. 

The difference between the work of the navy yards and 
that of an ordinary ship yard was explained as it has 
been explained in our columns. The private yards make 
certain plans and specifications which they merely repeat, 
while the navy yards have to meet unexpected require- 
ments; it is only the exception when they build a ship; 
repair work is their province. Service in the navy yards 
fits officers to do what several captains of the Battleship 
Fleet did when they brought their ships home in better 
shape than when they went out. Of Admiral Swift, the 
Aid for Material, the Secretary said: “He has been officer 
of ordnance in the Washington Yard, and showed special 
qualifications for the work. He has been at the head 
of a navy yard and showed exceptional administrative 
abilities. In addition to that, he was with Sellers and 
Company, the large machine tool makers in Philadelphia, 
over a year, and he showed so much ability there that 
he was offered—I am speaking now without his knowl- 
edge and probably his consent—a large sum if he would 
give up the Navy and take a position in that successful 
commercial organization.” i 

In the plan it was purposely provided that the selection 
of a head for Material should not be confined to line 
officers. Asked whether the transfer of men from the 
staff to private establishment did not testify to their 
superior efficiency in navy yard administration, Mr. 
Meyer answered that he knew of no marked case except 
that of Admiral Bowles. The constructors have, as a 
tule, no practical experience with machinery. “They 
do not get the practical experience of an engineer who 
goes to sea with the fleet and has to repair the machinery, 
as Cone did, for instance.’ Closely questioned as to the 
power of the aids, the Secretary explained that they were 
to be “the eyes and ears of the Secretary, not the hands.” 
They can issue no order and have no executive or ad- 
miniscrative power. They could only sign “By order of 
the Secretary” when verbally directed to doso. It would 
be “Off with his head, so much for Buckingham,” for any 
aid who assumed too much. The aid advises, but his 
advice may or may not be accepted. When a*matter is 





in the hands of one bureau alone the bureau chief is 
sent for; when it laps over from one bureau to another 
the aid is called in to investigate the facts and report. 

The Secretary presented a synopsis of the findings of 
the Sperry, Leutze and Swift boards with extracts, con- 
firming our statement heretofore made that the Sperry 
Board divided practically on the division of the staff 
and the line, presenting two reports. 

During the examination members of the committee 
had little to say and expressed no opinion, but it is 
evident that the committee are not altogether pleased with 
the failure of the Secretary to send to them the reports 
made by the Sperry and Swift boards. They are not 
satisfied with the brief digests they have received of the 
action of the various boards that have considered the 
general subject of reorganization since Mr. Meyer became 
Secretary of the Navy. Members of the committee do 
not hesitate to say that if the Secretary expects them 
to grant him legislation in harmony with his plan of 
reorganization they are entitled to the fullest information 
at his command, and not to what they regard as a brief, 
half-stated and misleading digest of the reports that have 
deen made by the three different boards. Further they 
cbject to interference with the freedom of the chiefs of 
bureaus in criticising the new plan. The committee 
asked the Seerctary to come before them again as soon 
as he could conveniently do so and further explain the 
details of his plan. 

The committee on Wednesday held an executive session 
and discussed tentatively their possible course of action. 
There seemed to be no disposition on the part of any 
number of members to support the Meyer plan positively. 
As one member stated the feeling of the committee, they 
considered two courses of action; one was to act openly 
on the lines of the Newberry organization, and the other 
was to frame the appropriation bill in the customary 
manner, ignoring the Meyer organization except to make 
a recommendation as to consolidation and retrenchment. 
The committee are opposed to the Meyer plan because 
they still like the Newberry plan, which they declare 
was calculated to save money, while they believe the 
Meyer plan seems likely to increase expenditures by 
dividing work and responsibility and requiring the detail 
of more officers to yard duty. They insist that to put 
line officers in charge of machinery plants. is as unwise 
as it would be for a railroad company to set its con- 
ductors and baggagemen to running its carshops. Such 
is the feeling .of the committee in advance of any very 
complete investigation. It now seems not improbable 
that Secretary Meyer will in his later hearings go more 
fully into the details and history of the efforts he has 
made at reorganization, and also that various bureau 
chiefs will be invited by the committee, with Mr. Meyer’s 
consent, to appear and give their views on the compara- 
tive merits of the Newberry and Meyer plans of reorgani- 
zation. Members of the committee question the recurring 
statement of Mr. Meyer that the changes made by Setre- 
tary Newberry were illegal. It is a matter of record, 
they state, that they voluntarily offered to Mr. Newberry, 
when he was before the committee last winter, to embody 
all that he had done or desired to do in suitable legisla- 
tion. No like offer has been made, or seems likely to be 
made, at this time to the present Secretary of the Navy. 
The committee are thoroughly convinced of the candor and 
earnestness of the Secretary personally, and they have 
so expressed themselves. But they do not see how they 
can approve in legislation what he wants. Among other 
things, they have the apprehension that the whole situa- 
tion has been brought about as a preliminary to a not 
inconsiderable increase of officers. And this is not far 
wide of the mark. The General Board has this week put 
the final touches on a personnel bill which President Taft 
will be asked in a few days to send to Congress, with a 
message urging legislation to expedite retirements in the 
higher grades and to place in operation a general promo- 
tion scheme based on a ratio of officers to tonnage which 
will very considerably increase the number of officers in 
the naval Establishment. ‘The report of the General 
Board on this subject has been before the Secretary for 
a fortnight or more. This week it was discovered that 
there was a glaring contradiction in paragraphs of the 
bill prepared by the Board, and the report was returned 
with a request for prompt action, so that there might be 
no delay in getting the whole matter before Congress as 
scon as practicable. 

In the matter of a naval program little can be said at 
this time. The expectation generally adhered to is that 
the House will provide tor two battleships of 26,000 tons 
and that the Senate will cut this down to one such ship. 

On Friday, Jan. 7, Secretary Meyer resumed before 
the House Naval Committee the explanation of his plan 
of reorganization. 
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Capt. Sidney A. Staunton, of the General Board of 
the Navy, will be placed in command of a special service 
squadron to be organized for a cruise to South American 
waters next summer in connection with the fourth meet- 
ing of the Pan-American conference at Buenos Ayres. 
The squadron will consist of the armored cruisers 
Tennessee, Washington, Montana and North Carolina and 
the Scout cruiser Chester, which will probably be selected 
as the flagship of Captain Staunton, who will, before the 
sailing of the squadron, have arrived at the rank of rear 
admiral. 'Tke Armored Cruiser Squadron was by orders 
this week disbanded, and the Montana and North 
Carolina detached from the Atlantic Fleet. The Ten- 
nessee and Washington are now attached to the Pacific 
Fleet, but have been detached, and when they reach Mare 


Island will be ordered around Cape Horn, to join the P 


sd 
other vessels in the Special Service Squadron at Rio 
Janeiro.’ That part of the squadron that will assemble 
either at New York or Norfolk will carry the United 
States delegates to the conference. It is the expectation 
that the squadron will arrive at Rio Janeiro May 20. 
In the ceremonies during the meeting of the Pan-American 
Conference there will be a reception by the Argentine 
fleet officers to the foreign naval Officers, a reception to 
all the foreign naval officers by the Argentine government 
at the government house in Buenos Ayres, a review of 
the foreign vessels by the President of Argentine and a 
grand parade of the foreign and the Argentine ships. 





The success of the recent outdoor schoolboy rifle meet-

money in the work. A sufficient number of rifles was 
borrowed from the War Department, and some five 
thousand or ten thousand rounds of ammunition secured. 
General Hlliott, commander of the Marine Corps, 
placed at the disposal of the officers of the match the 
services of an entire company of marines to act as 
markers and scorers, the non-commissioned officers pres- 
ent assisting in instructing the boys and guarding 
against accidents. In addition, several officers from the 
Army and the Marine Corps volunteered their services. 
President Taft, and Secretary of War Dickinson, in addi- 
tion to hearilty approving the shoot, each gave a medal, 
as did Assistant Secretary of War Oliver and Gen. Wil- 
liam Crozier, Chief of Ordnance. The Washington 
Chamber of Commerce and the Du Pont Powder Com- 
pany also gave prizes, and a local firm donated the pro- 
gram. Ten cents per card was charged, and the balance 
received over the expenses was turned over to the 
school board to further rifle practice in the schools. 





An order has been sent out to fleet commanders re- 
quiring them to order every vessel eligible for target 
practice to take up and go through the regular practice 
within three months after each ship is put in commission. 
This order is a confidential one, but it is understood to 
set forth the evils of the interminable delays that some- 
times occur in getting ships ready for duty. Last year 
there were some glaring cases of this kind, generally said 
to be due for the most part to dissatisfaction with yard 
management under the Newberry reorganization, and in 
some instances extending to several months of waiting. 
It is expected that under this order the Michigan wil! 
enter on gun practice within the next two months. It is 
urged that officers and men should, within the period 
named, be able to shake themselves down to work and 
go through target practice. It is pointed out that the 
New York last year, when freshly in commission and 
ordered to the Mediterranean at the time of the massacres 
in Armenia, went through her target practice within 
three months after she was placed in commission, and 
made an excellent record.

A conference consisting of Brig. Gen. Henry Allen, 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army, representing the War 
Department; Capt. Kossuth Niles, representing the Navy 
Department; Mr. Willis L. Moore, for the Weather 
Service of the Department of Agriculture, and Assistant 
and Secretary of the Treasury H. B. Bolton, representing 
the Revenue Cutter Service, met at the office of General 
Allen this week, and decided, after a full consideration 
of all the problems involved in the subject of control of 
the air for wireless telegraphic communication, to endorse 
the Roberts bill. This bill aims to create a government 
board of seven representative officials, who will prepare 
regulations to govern the use of wireless systems in the 
United States and adjacent waters, and prevent the 
annoyances incident to indiscriminate communication by 
amateurs, 





The Navy Department has entered ypon the method of 
recruiting by correspondence. Lists are made up of 
eligible young men in yarious parts of the country, and 
they are invited by letter to consider the idea of enlisting 
in the Navy for the advantage there may be in service 
to them from seeing the world and learning useful lines 
of work, including electrical and machine work. Capable 
and trustworthy men already in the Service are relied on 
to give names of friends they may know at home or in 
various parts of the country who might like to take up 
the idea of serving in the Navy. The plan has been in 
eperation too short a time to indicate how it is likely to 
work, but there is confidence that it will prove an inex- 
pensive and useful method of recruiting.

The Senate Military Committee did not meet Thursday, 
Jan. 6, its regular meeting day, owing to the inability 
of members of the committee to be present. It is not 
unlikely that the committee will hold a special meeting 
in a day or two in order to report the various nomina- 
tions that have accumulated, including a number that 
went over from before the holidays.

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

The Bureau of Posts in the Philippines, which operates 
the telegraph lines, having adopted a system of paying 
for telegrams by the use of stamps, Col. F. G. Hodgson, 
D.Q.M. General, U.S.A., asked authority to conform to this 
method, and Major Frank McIntyre, 8th Inf., Acting 
Chief of Bureau of Insular Affairs, W.D., concurred in 
his recommendation. But the Comptroller forbids, say- 
ing: “The expenditure of moneys appropriated for tele- 
graphing in the purchase of stamps from the Insular 
Government, and the presentation to the accounting 
officers merely of vouchers showing the purchase of 
stamps from such moneys, unaccompanied by other evi- 
dence to the effect that such moneys had in fact been 
properly expended for telegraphing, would not, in my 
opinion, justify me in passing such vouchers for the pur- 
ae stamps to the credit of the officers presenting 
them. 

The Comptroller has overruled the Auditor in the case 
of his disallowance of a payment of $50 made by Major 
George G. Bailey, Q.M., U.S.A., for disinterring, boxing 
and shipping to the Marietta National Cemetery the 
remains of two unknown Union soldiers formerly buried 
at Windsor, S.C. The Comptroller says: “This case is 
distinguished from the case arising in the accounts of 
Major M. Gray Zalinski, Q.M., U.S.A., decided by me 
on the 22d instant. In that case the facts were that on 
the abandonment of the cemetery at Fort Foote, Md., 
the Quartermaster’s Department disinterred the remains 
of one United States soldier, one discharged United States 
soldier, two civilian employees and three children of 
soldiers buried there in the period between 1870 and 1875, 
and reincased, transferred and buried them in the Arling- 
ton National Cemetery at an expense of $62, which was 
paid by Major Zalinski, Q.M., U.S.A., from the appro- 
priation ‘Transportation of the Army and Its Supplies, 
1909.’ In that decision it was held that said appropria- 
tion was not available for the payment of said expenses. 
In that case there was no law to interpret except the 
mere appropriation. In the present case the Joint 
Resolution approved April 13, 1866, authorized and re- 
quired the Secretary of War to take measures to preserve 
from desecration the graves of the soldiers of the United 
States who fell in battle or died of disease in the field 
and in hospital during the War of the Rebellion, and to 
secure suitable burial places in which they may be 
properly interred, and to have the grounds enclosed so 
that the resting places of these honored dead may be kept 
sacred forever. Under this statute the remains of these 
soldiers have been gathered into the various national 
cemeteries, and the expenses of executing this law have 
been paid from the appropriation ‘Transportation of the 
Army and Its Supplies,’ made from year to year. I am 
of opinion that this practice for more than forty years in 
carrying out the Joint Resolution of April 13, 1866, 
should not now be disturbed, and the action of the 
Auditor in making the above disallowance is overruled, 
and on revision the said sum of $50 will be passed to the 
credit of the appellant.” 








DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF CHIEF. 

Noting a lack of promptness among the state organiza- 
tions at the annual encampments, Lieut. Col. E. M. 
Weaver, Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs, U.S.A., 
reiterates that maxim of war that “time is a general’s 
best ally.” He says in his annual report to the Secre- 
tary of War that at encampments companies are slow in 
falling in at assembly, details fail to report at the pre- 
scribed time, firing at the range begins an hour late, and 
maneuvers are delayed because troops are not ready to 
move at the designated hour. Sentinels were found to 
be improperly instructed in the real objects of guard 
duty, and unless the sentinel knows such important de- 
tails, says the Division Chief ironically, it matters little 
“that he may know all the intricacies of saluting officers 
or just what to do when the band plays ‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner’ at retreat.” At some encampments 
bathing facilities were not provided or were not sufficient, 
and, in more than one, unsanitary sinks and rears were 
found. Colonel Weaver wisely recommends that request 
be made by state authorities for the detail of a medical 
officer from the Regular service to attend each camp to 
oe 9 jn camp sanitation and in first aid to the in- 
jured. 

With a total of 118,926 officers and men, the National 
Guard showed a gain in the year of 7,985. There are 141 
Infantry regiments, 69 Cavalry troops, 48 Field Artillery 
batteries, 119 Coast Artillery companies. As a whole, the 
Guard is fairly well armed, uniformed and equipped for 
field duty. There is a growing appreciation in all states of 
the value of field instruction. The point made in the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL more than a year ago is em- 
phasized in the report of Colonel Weaver, namely, that 
associating the Guardsmen directly with the Regular 
troops has the effect of adding prestige to the Militia by 
bringing home to the citizen soldier the fact that he is 
directly and immediately connected with the defense of 
the country. 

Colonel Weaver thinks that by Jan. 21, 1910, satisfac- 
tory conformity with the new Militia law will have been 
established by all the states, and that the most urgent 
work now before the National Guard is instruction and 
training. Regarding the criticisms growing out of the 
Massachusetts maneuvers, the report says there is no 
evidence that there was anything particularly different 
there from the hardships incident to all field operations. 
Epigrammatically the report says: “Every sore foot 
means an opponent of field maneuvers, if not to encamp- 
ments in general.” One very valuable lesson was learned 
from the maneuvers which might not have been learned 
if the weather conditions had not been so severe, and that 
was that the state troops were improperly shod. Each 
foot soldier should have at all times a pair of well broken- 
in, sound, substantial, marching shoes. 

A strong plea is made in the report for a longer camp 
period; ten days at the least. Officers of the Militia are 
said by Colonel Weaver to believe that attendance at a 
ten or even a fourteen day encampment would be prac- 
tically as great as at a seven-day encampment. The 
presence of ladies in camp, tolerated in some states, is 
decidedly unmilitary. The assertion that enlisted men 
will not attend camps not in the vicinity of cities or 
towns has heen disproved by actual experience. The 
target practice for the last year, the Chief of the Divi- 
sion found. was not satisfactory in all respects, not show- 
ing the expected improvement. The inadequacy of range 
facilities in some states was largely responsible for this. 
The Division is still annoyed by the slowness of Militia 
officers in submitting the required reports of target 
practice. The latest methods of teaching rifle practice 
and of coaching, as well as ammunition, aided in 


producing the fine shooting at Camp Perry, shown by the 
fact that the lowest score which was made by the forty- 
eighth team in the last match was greater than that of 
the tenth team in a field of fifty teams in the match of 
1908. The teams attaining the highest standing in the 
national matches come from the states that show the best 
results in individual practice. 

One important feature of instruction is supplied by 
contoured maps of the camp site and vicinity. Where 
no such maps exist they should be made by the engineer- 
ing department of the state forces as part of its practical 
work. Such maps greatly stimulate the officers in the 
study of map reading. Map problems and war games 
solved by officers during the school season constitute the 
very highest form of indoor instruction for field service. 
Regular Army officers who are to attend encampments 
as instructors should be consulted in advance as to the 
program. The report cites the several instances of the 
beneficial effect of the mingling of Regulars and National 
Guardsmen in encampments. Splendid results were ob- 
tained at one camp by assigning one Regular company to 
three Militia companies. ‘This system is believed to be 
much better than that of having the Regulars assembled 
in a camp of their own. The assignment of Regular 
officers and non-coms. to different Militia units is also 
discussed in the report. The field ration of the Regular 
Army should be adopted for the state camps. Blank 
form work should be followed as if the organizations were 
in the field. Militia formation for reveille is criticized 
as being no formation at all at some camps, and company 
officers as a rule do not give their kitchens and mess the 
right supervision. The practice of company officers eat- 
ing with the enlisted men should be discouraged as 
injuring discipline. Bad guard duty is the subject of 
many reports received. One of the prime requisites in 
selecting a camp site is that it shall not be necessary for 
the men to march more than a mile or two before the 
maneuver begins. A great difficulty in giving instruction 
to the mounted troops lies in the fact that the state 
mounted troups, with rare exceptions, are not provided 
with horses. A law authorizing the issue of forage by 
the Federal Government where a state provided mounts 
would help to remove this difficulty. 

A total sum of $1,787,000, of which $60,000 has 
already been appropriated, would completely equip all 
the Militia armories with dummy guns and carriages, 
ammunition service appliances, ete., and this amount is 
named in the estimates. Particular urgency is asked for 
this matter. Colonel Weaver speaks of the “ability of 
and work done by my assistant, Capt. M. C. Kerth, 23d 
Inf.” He has been in charge of the instruction branch of 
the Division, and “the character of the work done by 
him in that position has been of a very high order.” The 
report closes with remarks and recommendations by the 
officers of the Regular Army detailed to duty with the 
Organized Militia. National Guard officers will do well 
to read this report of Colonel Weaver.

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SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

Reassembling on Jan. 4 after the holiday recess of 
fifteen days, both Houses of Congress held short sessions, 
the Senate adjourning immediately out of respect to the 
memory of the late Senator McLaurin, of Mississippi, 
the House following the Senate’s example an hour later. 
The holiday recess has not been an altogether idle period, 
however, on the part of the national legislators, as com- 
mittee work has progressed to a satisfactory degree, and 
action by the Committee of the Whole may soon be 
looked for on the more important appropriation bills. We 
give this week some extracts from later hearings on the 
Naval Appropriation bill, which is about ready for intro- 
duction in the House. The Army bill we have already 
oe (Dec. 25) as referred to the Committee of the 

ole. 
_ An aggregate of $6,344,500 for repairs to naval vessels 
is provided for in estimates which the Secretary of the 
Navy on Jan. 4 submitted to the House. Recent legisla- 
tion required recommendations for authorization where 
the repairs are to exceed $200,000. “Probably the De- 
partment will not authorize any expenditures on such 
vessels as the Boston, Detroit, Annapolis and Ingalls,” 
says Secretary Meyer. The repairs recommended include 

10,000 each for the New Jersey and the Rhode Island; 

,000 each for the Colorado and the Pennsylvania, 
$630,000 each for the Maryland and the West Virginia, 
$540,000 for the Charleston a for the Detroit, 
$256,000 for the Boston, $ ,000 for the Iris, and 
smaller amounts for other vessels. 

The 6th Kegiment, Massachusetts Volunteers, are not 
to receive unchallenged their silver medals as “the first 
fully equipped soldiers to arrive for the defense of the 
national capital at the outbreak of the Civil War.” In 
Pennsylvania the measure proposing the above Congres- 
sional recegnition has created considerable speculation, 
particularly as nearly ten years ago Congress authorized 
a medal for the Pennsylvania contingent of the first 
defenders, which included the Logan Guards, of Lewis- 
town, and other companies, which reached Washington 
on the evening of April 18, while the Massachusetts men 
did not arrive in the capital until the following day. 

It is understood that the proposed naval reserve of 
10,000 men, which the Navy Department is asking Con- 
gress to create, does not meet with the approval of Navy 
officers, who have never looked with favor upon any plan 
making of the Naval Militia a naval reserve. 

The Humphrey subsidy bill, to which we have hereto- 
fore referred, has been introduced as H.R. 16362. It 
contains three main features: The payment of mail 
subsidies, the exaction of a heavier tonnage tax on foreign 
vessels and the admission of foreign vessels to American 
registry for foreign trade alone, with a proviso that these 
vessels shall not share in the mail subsidy. The routes 
from the Pacific coast to China, Japan, the Philippines, 
South America and Australia, where the outward voyage 
is four thousand miles or more, are to receive the pro- 
posed advance in mail subsidies through the operation of 
a clause which extends the payment of the mail rates 
now paid vessels of the first class to vessels of the second 
class for those trips. The ships that are to receive the 
subsidy must be constructed of iron or steel, in accord- 
ance with plans made by the Secretary of the Navy; 
must at all times be available for use by the United 
States, and are not to be sold without the consent of the 
Secretary of the Navy. They must also employ American 
apprentices, and after five years’ service fifty per cent. 
of their crew must be Americans. It is also provided 
that no ship owned by any railroad company or to which 
any railroad company gives preferential rates shall re- 
ceive the benefit of the proposed legislation. 

A measure further to increase the efficiency of the 
Medical Department of the Army is S. 15380, which seeks 
to create in the Medical Department a Dental Corps, the 
proportion of appointees to this corps to be as one to 
1,000 of Army strength, and original commissions to the 
corps te be with the rank of first lieutenant. The dental 
surgeons who have already given several years’ attention 
to the dental needs of the Army as contract officers feel 
that they should at least receive as favorable treatment 
as the contract surgeons who have entered the compara- 
tively new Medical Reserve Corps, and the bill, in Sec. 3, 
asks even more within their own corps, namely, promo- 
tion as high as to rank of major. 

Five vice admirals will be appointed from among the 
rear admirals of the Navy if the bill introduced by 
Representative Weeks, of Massachusetts, becomes a law. 
The measure provides for the creation of the new rank, 
and makes eligible the appointment to it by the Presi- 
dent all the rear admirals on the active list who have 
commanded either a fleet, a squadron or a division of a 
fleet. The retiring age is placed at sixty-five, and a re- 
tired pay of three-fourths of the amount of the Service 
salary is provided for. 

Senator Scott, of West Virginia, has introduced a 
resolution calling for a report on the number of veterans 
of the Civil War still living and not on the pension rolls. 
The Senator favors pensioning all survivors. 

_In a discussion of Representative Hardwick’s resolu- 
tion of inquiry as to the recent revenue cutter search for 
the Astor yacht Nourmahal, the Service on Jan. 6 was 
ably defended by Representatives Hill and Mann, the 
latter declaring that the revenue cutter vessels constitute 
the only group of vessels that put out to sea in a storm, 
when others were making for port. Figures were pro- 
duced by him from the Revenue Cutter Service to show 
that the entire cost of the search was little, if any, more 
than $60. “This resolution is a reflection on the 
Revenne Cutter Service,” declared Mr. Mann, hotly. “if 
it had not been a rich man’s yacht this resolution never 
would have been offered. The Revenue Cutter Service 
went to the assistance of 156 vessels during the ‘ast 
fiscal year and saved many lives. It did not go to the 
aid of the Nourmaha! particularly to save a rich man, 
but also to rescue the fifty people aboard that boat who 
were not rich men.”

CONTROL OF WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 

A bill, introduced in the House by Representative Roberts, 
of Massachusetts, for the control of the air by a seven-headed 
wireless telegraphy board has stirred up all sorts of en- 
thusiastic support among the various interests concerned and 
has aroused no opposition. The Navy Department, the Rev- 
enue Cutter Service and all the recognized commercial wire- 
less companies have written to Mr. Roberts urging him to 
push his bill as rapidly as possible in order that it may be 
sent over to the Senate at an early date and be enacted into 
law, if possible, at the present session of Congress. One of 
the most interesting exhibits sent to Mr. Roberts to back up 
the endorsement of his measure by the Revenue Cutter Serv- 
ice is a paper containing extracts of the logs of the revenue 
cutters Androscoggin, Gresham, Itasca, McCulloch, Onondaga 
and Yamacraw. These extracts from the logs tell of the re- 
peated interference experienced from amateur wireless ex- 
perts, and some of the interference was at critical times. 

Altogether the Onondaga’s wireless operator complains eight 
times in one extract of the malicious activities Or °°R, 
The Navy Department is also preparing a list of interferences 
with wireless work of United States war vessels. Mr. Rob- 
erts expects to have his bill favorably reported at an early 
date and it is not expected that there will be any opposi- 
tion to its passage in either the Senate or the House. The 
main difficulty, he says, will be to agree on the composition 
of the wireless board and the manner in which amateur and 
commercial wireless stations must be regulated. He believes 
this can be accomplished by licensing all regular stations 
and by assigning to them certain hours in the twenty-four 
when they will be permitted free and uninterrupted use of 
the air.

NEBRASKA BEATS MISSOURI. 


Football teams from the U.S.S. Nebraska and Missouri 
played a game at the American League Park, New York 
city, on New Year’s day, for the championship of the 
fleet, before 5,000 enthusiastic spectators. The Nebraska 
team won after an interesting struggle by a score of 
28 to 0. The grounds had been previously cleared of 
snow by willing bluejackets, and the grass looked as if 
it had been gone over with a fine tooth comb. 

Among the officers present to see the sport were Capt. 
J. T. Newton, Comdr. E. T. Witherspoon, Lieut. Comdr. 
H. Laning, Lieut. A. G. Caffee, Lieutenant Fuller, Lieu- 
tenant Le Breton, Midshipwan J. H. Everson, Ensign 
Calvin Page and Midshipman E. W. J. Strother. 

With Midshipmen Magruder and Lange and Lieutenant 
Soule, Annapolis graduates and recent players for the 
Navy team, the Nebraska eleven had confidence. Mid- 
shipman Northecroft, of the Missouri team, formerly 
captain the Annapolis eleven and was an All-American 
selection as tackle. Northcroft played at tackle and half- 
back with such vim that squelching his efforts was the 
first aim. of Nebraska supporters. 

A 50-yard run by Teague, the right halfback, led to 
the first touchdown scored by Nebraska, and he made 
some fine displays of speed and squirming capabilities. 
Magruder, captain of the Missouri eleven, and Northcroft, 
of the Nebraska, were sturdy in defense, the latter 
making most of the tackles for his team and figuring in 
the kicking against Lange, a feature in which the 
Nebraska team excelled, because its fleet ends repeatedly 
nipped Northcroft before the Missouri star had a chance 
to entwine the ball. 

Lange ran back Northcroft’s kick-off for fifteen yards, 
and carried the ball twenty-five yards in the next play. 
Varying the attack, a punt was called for, and Lange 
booted the leather forty yards to Northcroft, who was 
felled by Older before he could get under way. Cizek 
recovered a fumble. 

There was an interchange of kicks, in which Nebraska 
gained. Teague caught a punt by Northcroft’s left foot 
near midfield and ran fifty yards. Lange carried the 
ball eight yards in an end play te a touchdown, plunging 
into a snowbank at the end of his run. After the punt 
out from an angle had been fumbled by Harrigan, the 
Nebraska band and unbiased spectators cheered a team 
that scored within four minutes of play, without a scar 
on football. j 

Before the half had ended Taylor ripped through be- 
tween Missouri’s right tackle and end for a 5-yard gain 
that netted a touchdown. Lange kicked the goal. Lieu- 
tenant Soule recovered a punt by Lange, which went out 
of bounds at Missouri’s 15-yard line just as the whistle 
sounded. 

Miller. captain of the Missouri team, ran back Lange’s 
kick-off five-yards at the beginning of the second half. 

By spearing through the gaps between tackles and ends, 
the ball was advanced to Missouri’s 40-yard line. A 
forward pass of fifteen yards, Lange to Teague, resulted 
in a 25-yard dash that netted a touchdown. 

A forward pass from Lange resulted in another touch- 











down. Whalen scored the last batch of points for 
Nebraska when time was up.

Inspection reports show that the work on the ne 
drydock at the Puget Sound Navy Yard, at Diemision, 
Wash.. is progressing with unprecedented success. The 
contractor has had unexceptionable good fortune in the 
matter of keeping out water, and has accordingly been 
able to push his excavation very rapidly. Most of the 
digging was done in dry ground, and now, after water 
has been encountered, it requires only a small pump to 
keep the excavation free from seepage. The dock will 
probably be completed long before the expiration of the 
contract period. The Bureau of Yards and Docks has, in 
view of the prospect, prepared specifications for the 
pumping plant for this dock, and also for those at the 
Pearl Harbor and New York docks. The New York dock 
is making as much headway as was to be expected. The 
contractor is operating under a form of contract that has 
rarely been made heretofore. He gets cost with ten per 
cent. added, and the Government buys all machinery and 
material as the work proceeds. There is every probability 
that the dock will, in view of the peculiar difficulties in 
its construction, cost not less than $3,000; The Pearl 
Harbor dock is well under way. Reports to the contrary 
have no foundation. There has been no trouble with , 
coral rock, and there is no intention to make use of a 
floating dock. Nor is it true that it will require five years 
to complete the dock. Civil Engineer Hollyday, Chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, states that the dock 
will be completed before the period allowed in the con- 
tract, which is May 19, 1912. The contractor is the 
San Francisco Bridge Company, and it has a very 
plant at work, has ordered all material, some of which 
has been delivered a month ahead of requirements. The 
rock in which the. excavation is being made is partly 
coral rock and partly lava, and it is all substantial and 
sound.

J. F. McG.—The text of the various Service measures in 
the alphabetical table published in this paper at the open- 
ing of the present session of Oongress had appeared 
in the Journal at the time of their introduction during the 
first or special session. You do not specify a particular 
bill, otherwise we could cite you the date of its publication. 

VALDEZ.—As we have heretofore noted, double time for 
retirement is counted only for the time of ‘‘actual service 
in’’ foreign territory, though foreign service pay is computed 
to include the time of going from and to the United States. 
You have evidently confused the two subjects of pay and 
retirement. 

G. M.—William S. Rosecrans was born in Ohio and ap- 
pointed to the Military Academy from that state July 1, 
1838, when nearly nineteen years of age. He was a brevet 
second lieutenant of engineers July 1, 1842; second lieuten- 
ant April 3, 1843; first lieutenant March 3, 1853; resigned 
April 1, 1854. In 1861 he filled the following offices in suc- 
cession: Volunteer A.D.C. and colonel of Engineers, Ohio 
Vols.; colonel of 23d Ohio Infantry; brigadier general, U.S.A. 
He became a major general of Volunteers March 21, 1862, 
and was honorably mustered out of the Volunteer service 
Jan, 15, 1866. Made a brevet major general March 18, 1865, 
for gallant and distinguished service at Stone River; re- 
signed March 28, 1867; appointed brigadier general Feb. 27, 
1889, and retired March 1, 1889 (Act of Feb. 27, 1889). 
He died March 11, 1898.

W. H. G. asks: Are U.S. Volunteers who served in 1899 
to 1901 entitled to re-enlistment pay if they re-enlist after 
May 11, 1908% Answer: No. 

SECOND LIEUTENANT.—When the 38d U.S. Cavalry is 
again due for Philippine service is not determined. It may 
go in 1912. 

K. H. asks: I have served in different organizations be- 
tween dates as follows: Troop H, ist Cav., July 7, 1884, 
to July 6, 1889; Troop A, 8th Cav., Aug. 5, 1890, to Sept. 
19, 1892; Co. C, 17th Inf., Jan. 1, 1893, to March $1, 1896; 
Co. H, 17th Inf., May 1, 1896, to April 30, 1902; Co. ©, 
9th Inf., May 19, 1902, to Feb. 15, 1905; Co. L, 16th Inf., 
Feb. 17, 1905, to present date. Data does not show on some 
of my discharges as to when the different regiments went 
on foreign service and when they were returned. “When will 
I retire if my regiment remains in the U.S.? When, if we 
go to Alaska, as ordered, in June, 1910? Answer: If you 
served in Cuba with the 7th Infantry in 1899-1902, and in 
the Philippines with the 16th Infantry, 1905-1907, you would 
appear to have on Feb. 16, 1910, an aggregate period of 





service, counting all double time, of 29 years 6 months and 
22 days. You can verify this and determine date of retire- 
ment. We should from this expect that your thirty years’ 
service would terminate in July or August after going te 
Alaska. 

C. L. asks: How many Civil War veterans who served 
one year during the Civil War are on the U.S. Army retired 
list below the grade of first sergeant? Is there a bill in- 
troduced in Congress to advance them one grade higher? 
Answer: This information* can only be obtained from the 
Adjutant General of the Army. Ask him, stating your rea- 
sons.. There is no bill now before Congress to advance re- 
tired enlisted men, 

J. W. B. asks: Can a Cavalryman be discharged for the 
good of the Government in order to re-enlist for the 9th 
Infantry to go to the Philippines, as I have eleven months 
and a few days to serve in the Cavalry and the 9th Infantry 
is to leave for the Philippines? Answer: This is wholly a 
matter of discretion with your officers and the Adjutant 
General’s Office. Why not ask through the channel? 

H. F. T.—You did not serve in the Philippines during 
the war with Spain, and therefore are not entitled to a 
Congressional medal. 

N. M. C. asks: Where shall I enlist in the Ooast Artillery 
in order to reach the West coast? I am at the present time 
in Norfolk, Va. Answer: You can only find out by trying. 
If you are specially skilled in a line of work that would 
justify sending you to the Pacific coast you would be accepted 
for a C.A.C. company there; otherwise not. 

P. B. asks: (1) How many Artillery sergeants on the 
eligible list for appointment as ordnance sergeant? Answer: 
Four. (2) How do I stand for appointment as ordnance 
sergeant? Answer: You have been appointed this month, 
(3) A duty sergeant of a company being detailed by his com- 
pany commander in charge of the mess, is there any W.D. 
order that excuses the mess sergeant from performing his 
regular tour of guard duty, charge of quarters, etc.? Answer: 
No. (4) Are gun commanders, observers and readers excused 
by W.D. orders from performing their regular duties as non- 
commissioned officers, such as their regular tour of guard, 
charge of quarters, etc.? Answer: No. 

ANXIOUS.—You should be examined for the position of 
ordmance sergeant at the next examination, though on ac- 
count of the long time elapsed since you made the applica- 
tion, if you have given us correct dates, we would advise 
attention be called, through the channel, to the fact of delay 
in your case. 

Cc. H. I—The next examination for the position of post 
quartermaster sergeant will be held Feb. 2. See G.O. 43, 
W.D., 1909.
